BY CHICAGO SYNDICATE. 


Had Been Indifferently Worked by 
Indians and Mexicans for Generations 
When Johnson Took Hold of Them 
and Developed Their Possibilities.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 24.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Harry Johnson, one of 
the wealthiest residents of Lower Cal- 
ifornia, now in this city, has just closed 
a deal whereby he transfersto a Chi- 
cago syndicate his gold placer mines 
and ditch in the Socorro district of 
the peninsula, eighty miles southeast 
of Ensenada, for $100,000 cash. The 
first payment of $15,000 has been made. 

Six or seven yeafs ago Johnson. who 
had large landed interests near Col- 
nett, below Ensenada, saw the pogsi- 
bilities of the old-time Socorro placers, 
which had been indifferently worked 
by Indians and Mexicans for genera- 
tions, and without much difficulty he 
obtained a concession from the Mex- 
ican goverument for several hundred 
acres of the placer ground.

Martir range to the placers, a 
distance of eighteen miles, This re- 
sulted in a complete revolution of the 
placer-mining industry at Socorro. 

Recently, when representatives of 
the Lindley Stevens Company of Chi- 
cago offered him $160,000 Tn cash for 
the property, he accepted it.

The proposals include the appoint- 
ment of one Austrian and one Russian 
assessor, to atfached to the staff 
of Hilma Pasha, the inspector-general, 
with a corps of assistants, secretaries 
and interpreters, whose duties will be 
to have control over all the acts of the 
authorities. 4 European 
in the Turkish service is to de ap- 
pointed to command the gendarmes, 


and he will be assisted by an adequate 


number of Russian and Austrian of- 
fi¢ers acquainted with the language 
of the country and, if necessary, borh 
Austrian and Russian non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

A couple of further important pro- 
porals, which. will be bitterly opposed 
by the Sultan, provide for the estab- 
‘lishment of communal autonomy and 
the rectification of the present com- 
munal boundaries, with a view to the 
hetter distribution of the various com- 
munites and the creaton of spheres, 
Bulgarian, Albanian, Servian, etc., that 
shall be more homogeneous in reli- 
gion. 

Other points of the scheme deal with 
the rellef of refugees, the rebuilding 
of villages, schools and churches,. the 
disbandment of the irregular troops 
and the prohibition of the employ- 
ment of Bashi Bazouks, 

Opposition to the whole scheme is ex- 
pected on the part of the Porte, but the 
Austrian and Russian ambassadors de- 
mand the adoptien of the plan with 
the least possible delay. 

It is thought some of the other pow- 
ers may object to the appointment ef 
exclusively Austrian and Russian aé- 
sessors and demand that the commis- 
sion of control be given a more inter- 
national character.

PALO VERDE VALLEY. 


WONDERFUL DEVELOPMENT IN 


(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

Less than two years ago there were 
only three families living in the Palo 
Verde Valley, that beautiful oasis run- 
ming along the western side of the 


Colorado River, about fifty miles north 


of Yuma, where now there is a settle- 
ment of several hundred people, with 
‘postofiice, store, school and other signs 
an organized and prosperous com- 
munity. 

Perhaps the most trying time for 
Pioneers anywhére is the first year; 
this has just closed with the 
farmers in the valley. All crops 
planted were more or less an experi- 
ment, and it was with some anxiety 
that the outcome was awaited. The 
results were beyond the most sanguine 
expectations. Watefmelons and canta- 
loupes ripend by the first of July, and 
after that the yield was most abun- 
dant. One farmer sold them by the 
wagonload to miners, who came ever 
from Arigona. Millet planted on the 
land of J. V. Hart returned two tons 
to the acre within five weeks, and an- 
other crop can be cut from. the same 
sowing this tal. tian corn and 
sorghum grew ten to twelve feet high 
and yielded about thirty-five tons to 
the acre. Owing to the long distance 
from the railroad, any kind of fodder 
is worth at least $25 per ton. Sweet 
potatoes weighing two pounds each 
were dug in August. Alfalfa can be 
cut six times a year; sunflowers grow 
to giant size, and white potatoes and

The wind 
comes from the Gulf of California dur- 
ing the six summes months, and blows 
from the north the other six months, 
60 that the windmills pump night and 
day and bring up a great deal of 
Water, and the wind is ordinarily 
strong enough for one ten-foot gfeel 
windmill to successfully drive three 
pumps. S. W. Hinckley, who has some 
rt entry claims in tHe valley; has 
ered two such windmills from Chi- 
o., which will cost $35 laid down in 
the valley; and he is satisfied from 
practical tests that he can irrigate 
with these windmills about thirty 
acres if he uses a reservoir. There is 
one such windmill already in success- 
ful operation on Mrs. Widney’'s place. 
As the wind comes always from one 
direction for six months at a time, 
Several of the land owners have talked 
of using home-made windmills, such 
as are in common use in the vegetabie 
fields south of San Francisco, costing 
almost nothing. 
The irrigation of the valley by the 
government is assured beyond 
a doubt. For some six months last 
winter and spring a corps of govern- 
ment surveyors were at work in the

built, no one was quite certain un- 
til lately, when the order wae sent from 
Washington to the United States land 
Office in Los Angeles, to withdraw all 
land in the valley, not already filed 
‘ any form of public entry. 
a relinquishment of homestead 
claims will now cause the land to re- 
vert to the government, the only 
chance people have ef getting land in 
the valley will be by assignment of 
desert entry claims, of which but very 
few are being offered for eale. Besides 
this, one might purchase school land 
from the present holders. It seems cer- 
tain that the irrigation ditches will 
rass thro the Palo Verde Valley. as 
the river upon the one side of it. 
end the mountains upon the other. The 
chief surveyor of the government said 
that the irrigation system would ex- 
tenti as far south and west as Salton. 
ot. the Southern Pacific Rallroad. 


SPECIAL ADVANTAGES, 
The settlers in the Palo Verde Vai-

SUMMER CLIMATE. 

Altho the mercury in the ther- 
mometer climbed a good ways above 
the hundred mark many days during 
the last summer, the settlers have not 
suffered very much from the heat, and 
all report that it was far more com- 
tortable than summer time “back Bast.”

‘The idea that Palo Verde Valley is a 
new country is an erroneous one. His- 
tory is made so fast in the West that 
we have little time for stories of yes- 
terday, yet even this part ot the world 
has had its yesterday. Since 1858 it has 
shared with its near neighbor, the 
eastern shore of Arizona, in many min- 
ing booms, in some of which crowds 
of men came from all parts of the 
world and excitement ran high. Eh- 
ren „ Ariz., is ‘opposite the upper 
part of the valley, and it was once a 
great distributing point: for the towns 
and mineg in Northern Arizona. All 
supplies came from San Francisco by 
boat to Santa Monica or San Pedro, 
and from thence to Dos Palmas on the 
Southern Pacific Rallroad. Stages, and 
freight wagons forwarded ngers 
and goods from Dos Palmas to-®hren- 
‘berg by way of Laguna and Willows, 
beth of which are in the Palo Verde 
Valley. A ferry was established at 


Ehrenberg as early as 1862, ang the 
town was regu surveyed in 1863. 
The celebrated pioneer, Herman 


@ great career in Texas, California and 
Arizona. He was killed, by hostile In- 
dians at Palm Springs and is buried 
there. Many wonder that all of the 
land in Palo Verde Valley was not long 
ago taken up. It probably would have 
been but for the popular impression 
that the whole of it ‘belonged to the 
“Blythe estate.” The late Thomas 
Blythe, whose name was made no- 
torious by a rather unsavory lawsuit te 


lions, once lived in the valley, and the 
upper half of it is still known by his 
name. With all his peculiarities he was 
a shrewd business man, and knew a 
good investment when he saw one. He 
decided that the Palo Verde Valley was 
a thing, and he resolved to possess 
it by hook or by crook. So he em- 
ployed both methods, mainly the latter. 
All land declared to be swamp and 
overfiow land by the United States 1 
veyors belongs to the State, so he 2 
it up with the surveyor to call the val- 
ley swamp and overfiow land, and ‘it is 
marked so on California maps. As such 
he purchased many thousand acres of 
it from the State of California, at a 
nominal price., His intention was to 
colonize them, and with that in view 
spent $250,000 or more in irrigation 
tches from the Colorado River, in 
buildings, and in the planting of trees 
and vines. 


Everything came to a standstill at his 


death, and very little remains now to 
show for auch an outlay of work and 
money. The trees and vines flourished 
for years without any attention what- 


cattle and horses. Only a ruined adobe 
ranch house is left. Its doors, windows, 
furniture and books were taken out 
one by one to ranches near and far. 
After Biythe'’s death it was claimed 
the whole valley belonged to his estate, 
and his heir did get a t 42,000 acres 
of land: and although the remainitg 
60,000 acre§ or more were declared open 
to public entry a number of years ago, 
it was stil! generally supposed that it 
all belonged to Blythe. Lately a syn- 
dicate has taken hold of the Blythe 
land, and they will undoubtedly sell it 
in small tracts to settlers ar soon as the 
Federal government begins actual work 
on its irrigation system. 
STAGE COMMUNICATION. 

The nearest raUroad station is Glamis, 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad, about 
forty-five mules distant from the Palo 
Verde postoffice. A stage carrying mal 
runs both ways twice a week. Passen- 
gers leave Los Angeles on Tuesday or 
Friday at 7:30 a.m., and reach Glamis 
late in the afternoon. The stage leaves 
at 6 a.m. on Wednesdays and Satur- 
days; returning. it leaves Palo Verde a: 
6a.m.on Mondays and Thursdays. The 
stage fare is $10 for the round trip. 


The great lagoon becomes 4 small in- 
land lake at the time of the overflow of 


the Colorado; it is then impossible to 


ford it. and those who live between it 
ea the river are cut off. from com- 
munication with the outside world for 
two months. A wnanimousiy-signed 
petition has been sent both to the Su- 
pervisors of Riverside and San Diego 
counties praying them to Duild a bridge 
at the county line, which fs a few hun- 
dred feet north of the settlement: and 


John Shaver, the River- 
side County Supervisor, will soon visit 
the valley and look the field over. It is 
to be hoped that no scruples of false 
economy will hinder this much-needed 
improvement. The settlers are thrifty, 
} pushing people, and unless they are 
crippled in their efforts to build up the 
valley, it will not be long before they 
will repay in taxes a thousandfold all 
moneys that are expended now.

Considerable difficulty was experienced 
in making fast to the on ac- 
count of the suffocating heat. After 
being set adrift from the Southwestern 
wharf she drifted across the bay and 
right up to the recently-constructed 
wharves of the Crescent Wharf and

LONDON, Oct. 8.— Here is the first 
photograph which has been taken of 
@ remarkable plant which is now at 
“Kew Gardens’’—London's celebrated 
horticultural grounds on the Thames— 
and which is of uncommon interest be- 
cause of the light which it seams to 
throw on one of the most famous of 
the Old Testament miracles. This 
plant has just been brought from the 
Arabian desert and numerous scient- 
ists declare it to be identical with 
the “Burning Bush” which Moses saw 
burst into flame at his approach and 
blaze for some time without being 
consumed. Extraordinary to state, 
the plant at Kew, which grows to the 
height of five or six feet, posseses the 
remarkable property of exhaling ar 
inflammable gas from its flowers.

Whistling Oil Can. 

The light from a good oil lamp is 
regarded by many gs far superior to 
any other means of illumination for 
many purposes, and oil wou!d be more 
generally used if it were not for the 
dirt and inconvenience attendant upon 
it, such as filling the lamps and trim- 
ming the wicks. If these processes 
could be simplified there is no doubt 
that coal oll would enjoy a greater 
popularity, even in these days of im- 
proved gas burners and eleciric lights. 

One of the most disagreeable fea- 
tures of the use of oll is the tendency 
to overflow the lamp reservoir while 
endeavoring to Till it. With the ordi- 


nary arrangement of oll can and lamp 


reservoirs which are now in use it is 
impossible to stop the flow of oll just 
at the proper time, and a very dis- 
agreeable mess is the result of the ac-

cident. ‘While it is possible to clean 
up the oil, the odor cannot be so easily 
dis of, and this is particularily 
offensive to a great many persons. 

A new-oll can, which gives an alarm 
when the top of the oil in the reser- 
voir has reached a point very danger- 
ously close to the top of the can, has 


been recently put on the market. This 
has a second spout extending from the 


tip of the emptying nozzle through the 
top of the can and into the interior, 
its end terminating in the upper, part 
of the caf. This acts as a vent ander 
ordinary circumstances. As the oil is 
poured out the air necessary to take 
its place passes into the interior of 
the can through this pipe. In its pass- 
age it is compelled to pass through a

sphere of metal which is supp.ied with 
a whistling device, and as long as the 


level of the oll in the lamp reservoir 
is below the filling nozzle a whistling 
is audible, but the instant the oil level

dangers of the deep has been designed. 
and ‘will, no doubt, be recognized as 
invaluable to yachtsmen, canoeists, 
Skaters, fishermen and others who are 
more or less subjected to the dangers 
of drowning. In the event of its not 
being the means of saving a life, it 
will, at least, act as on indicating buoy 
by which the body of the unfortunate 
may be located. This feature alone 
will, no doubt, be a great consideration 
to many. 

The hat or cap in this case comprises 
an indicating or life-saving buoy by 
introducing into the construction a 
double thickness of air-tight material 
with a space reserved between for 
containing sufficient air to make the 
hat remain on the surface of the water 
in case of accident. The buoyancy is 
further added to by the addition of a 
rubber ball filled with air. The ball 
and cap are fastened ona cord, which 
may be of any desired length, and the 
other end of this is tied securely to a 
belt worn around the waist or other 
convenient part of the body. 

The description above refers to the 
adaptation of the idea to the yachting 
cap, While the same principle is made 
use of on somewhat different lines in 
applying the device to hats of shapes

Also, they are overwhelm- 
ingly more numerous: and while they 
do not discriminate against unionists, 
if they shall ever be forced to, by un- 
ion diecrimination against them, the 
finish is not hard to see. 

No union ‘man can truly serve his 
union who isn't first loyal to our Un- 
ion; anda g ‘many are trying to 
make him forget that fact. The man 
whose “heart is in the unton“ had now 
better put bis head in also—and with 
special care that some gentleman of 
leisure shail not “unionize” it as the 
butcher did. If unionism is to hope to 
win“ —or even to exist for very long 
—in this republic, it must be by stick- 
ing to American methods, and earn- 
ing and keeping the respect of the vast 
American public—by proving that un- 
ions make better workmen, and no 
worse citizens.

built upon broad lines. He was in 
different to criticism. He was a man © 
original thought. His style of speech 


was ponderous, but his auditors always 
carried away something worth remem- 
bering. Until his death made it neces- 
sary for his widow to carry out his 
plans, few knew how much the peopie 
of California owed to the splendid ad- 
ministrative capacity, clear judgment 
and generous heart of Jane Stanford. 


Few men become multi-millionaires 
Without experiencing a change of 
heart. Not such a change as is wrought 
at revival meetings, but rather a proc- 
ess of ossiiication.

FOOLED THE SULTAN. 
A brief visit to Constantinople suf- 
fices to collect a wealth of information 
regarding the utter incapacity of the 


Turkish fleet. This incapacity has 


given rise to innumerable ludicrous in- 
eldents. 


At the beginning ot the Turko-Greek 


War, six wears ago, the Sultan ex- 
pressed a desire to hold a review of 
his fleet. Panic prevailed at the Min- 
istry of the Navy, for out of all the 
ships supposed to be ready for warlike 
operations, only about thirty, or less 
than one-third of the total number, 
were capable of sailing down the quiet 
waters of the land-ridden Bosphorous, 
past the windows of Yildiz Kiosk, the 
Sultan’s palace. — 

Hassan Pasha had reported to his 
monarch at every audience that the 
navy was in a highly efficient condi- 
tion, and able to annihilate the Greek 
fleet. and he greatly feared the anger 
of Abdul Hamid when he discovered 
that only thirty out of over a hundred 
ships were able to crawl down the 
Bosphorus. Hassan, however, was a 
man of great resource and lively im- 
agination, and he informed the Sultan 
that the entire Turkish fleet would 


sail past the windows of Yildiz Kiosk 


in three separate divisions. 

When the morning of the review ar- 
rived, the Sultan appeared at his win- 
dow, and watched thirty warships 
steam along in proud array. He was 
told that these formed the first divi- 
sion of the fleet, and that the second 
division would follow later. Scarcely 
was the Sultan’s back turned, when 
the thirty warships put about their 


which they had started, and sailed 
down the Bosphorus a second time. 


division of the fleet with great pride, 
adding that the third division would 
come still later. The Sultan withdrew 


back to their starting point once more, 
and repeated the maneuver again, en- 
abling Hassan Pasha to show Abdul 
Hamid the third division of the fleet. 

Abdul never had the faintest sus- 
picion of the deception practiced on 
him, and was fully convinced that he 
had seen his ficet of over one hundred 
warships steaming down the Bospho- 
rus. Enemies of Hassan subsequently 
attempted to enlighten him, but the 
Sultan dismissed them angrily, warn- 
ing them not to come to him with such 
ridiculous and absolutely impossible 
stories. 

SHE RETII. . 

After the war with Greece, the pow- 
ers compelled the Turks to evacuate 
Crete, and orders were consequently 
issued from Constantinople for all the 
Turkish force there, military and na- 
val, to be withdrawn. It transpired 
that Turkey's naval force off the Cre- 
tan coast consisted of one second-class 
cruiser, the Hejbetnuma, which, how- 
ever, continued to lie at anchor in 
Suda Bay after hired foreign troop- 
ships had removed the Turkish army. 

The admirals of the fleets of the pow- 
ers assembled at Suda Bay regarded 
the presence of the-cruiser as a sign 
that Turkey intended to resist the pow- 


ers, and reports of the obstinate war- 
ship were quickly cabled to all the 
great capitals of rope, with the re- 
sult that serious representations were 
made to the Turkish government in 
Constantinople. The Porte protested 
that the cruiser was under orders t 
leave Crete, but several days went by, 
and still the Turkish warship lay at 
anchor. | 
Acting under orders from their re- 
spective governments, the Furopean 
admirals delivered an ultimatum to 
the captain of the Hejbetnuma, who 
thereupon appeared on board the Eu; 
ropean flagship and explained that no 
one could be more desirous of getting 
away from Crete than he was, but tha 


fact was that the engines were not in 
working order, and the ship could noi 


steam one hundred yards. The. inci- 


dent, which at one moment appeared to 
de a matter of serious diplomatic sig 
' nificance, ended in general merriment, 
und the European admirals supplied a 


tug, which towed the helpless Hejbet- 
numa all the way back to the Bospho- 
rus. 


Shortly after this occurrence, the Sul- 
tan gave orders that a warship should 
be dispatched from Constantinople to 
Salonica, where there had been disturb- 

nees. The least defective of the ves- 
sels of the fleet was quickly fitted out, 
and sent off on its way to Salonica, 400 


nautical miles distant. Months went 


by, and no news came of the ship, so 
that the high naval officers in Consian- 
tinople remarked with a shrug of their 


‘shoulders: Probably there have been 


storms at sea.“ More months went by 
without any sign of the ship, and the 
same officers said: No doubt she went 
down with all hands.” 

At last, when her existence had been 
almost forgotten, the warship steamed 
slowly into the bay one day, and 
dropped her anchor. Her only mast 
had gone by the board, the funnc! had 
vanished, and she presented in general 
a terribly weather-beaten appearance. 
Hassan Pasha hurried on board, asked 
the captain why he had not reported 
himself on arrival at Salonica, and 
overwhelmed him with questions as to 
what he had done all the time. When 
the flow of interrogations had dried up, 
the captain answered briefly: “There 
is no such place as Salonica.”” He had 
searched for a full year without finding 
the port to which he had been dis- 
patched. 

OFFICERS PAWNED COMPASS. 


Not long ago, Hassan Pasha put a 
Turkish warship at the disposal of a 
small party of European dipiomats sta- 
tioned in Constantinople who desired to 
cross the little Sea of Marmora, to g0 
hunting on the Asiatic side. A start 
was made soon after sunset, and the 
diplomats expected to be at their des- 
tination in three hours, even when 
making allowances for the speed of

a single warship had sufficient powder 
on board to fire a salute’ of one gun, 
much less thirty-three. 
SHIPS HELD UP FOR PAY. 

Many other stories are related in 
Constantinople showing the lementable 
condition do which Hassan Pasha's ad- 
ministration reduced the Turkish navy. 
From time to time, & is announced 
that one Of the ships of the Turkish 
navy has been dispatched to Genoa, 
to Kiel, or to some other shipbuilding 
port to be modernized, but they rarely 
come back to Constantinople again. 
The Porte pays a small installment in 
advance, and work is begun on the 
ship in question. More money, how- 
ever, is not forthcoming from Turkey, 
and the shipbuilding firm ceases work 
until the next installment arrives, with 
the result that the ship lies for years 
without being touched. There is a 
Turkish warship in dock at Genoa 
which has been there for six years, one 
at Kiel which has been there for five 
years. 

A few weeks ago the Turkish navy 
was increased by the addétion of two 
brand-new, first-class and up-to-date 
torpedo boats in circumstances that are 


‘worthy of record. The torpedo boats 


had been ordered from the firm of An- 
saldo, at Genoa, and Signor Ansaldo, 
who is an old hand at dealings with 
the Turks, made the following arrange- 
ment in regard fo payment: One-third 
of the price had to be paid in advance, 
one-third before the departure of the 
torpedo boats from Genoa, and one- 
third when they passed through the 
Dardenelles on their way to Constan- 
tinople. 

The first two installments were paid 
without excessive delay, and Signor 
Ansaldo himself went on board to take 
the boats to Constantinople. On arri- 
val at the Dardenelles, he anchored, 


and telegraphed to the Turkish capital 


for the third installment. Receiving 
no reply. he sent a second, third, 
fourth, fifth and sixth telegram, all in 
vain. Finally, he hoisted a huge 
Italian flag on each of the torpedo 
boats, and sailed up to the Bosphorus. 
dropping anchor under the windows of 
the Sultan’s palace. The sudden ap- 
pearance of two Itallan torpedo boats 
in a commanding position opposite - 
diz Kiosk created quite a panic in the 
palace, and the Sultan demanded ex- 
planations, which were immediately 
forthcoming from Signor Ansaldo. The 
thirds installment was paid with re- 
markable celerity: the wily Talian had 
understood how to obtain his due. 
GOT $100,000,000. 

Hassan Pashafi though not a success- 
ful Minister of the Navy, was an adept 
at juggling with public moneys. Moet 
of the funds set aside by the Turkish 
treasury for the repair of old ships, 
for the construction of new ones, for 
the payment of officers and men, for 
the purchase of stores and ammuni- 
tion, and for coal, were devoted by him 
to other purposes. What he did not 
actually take himself was paid in the 
form of bribes to high officials who 
might have betrayed all his secrets to 
the Sultan. Officers and men of the 
fleet received no pay, but Hassan 
Pasha grew richer and richer year by 
year. There was no attempt to falsify 
the books at the offices of the Minis- 
try of the Navy; Hassan Pasha dis- 
posed of the money and there was an 
end of it. 

Unpleasant reports about the state 
of his navy were forced on the atten- 
tion of the Sultan from time to time. 
but Hassan Pasha had a remarkable 
and mysterious influence over his mon- 
arch. It is stated that when they were 
both young men, Hassan Pasha 
brought an old fortune teller into the 
palace who told the Sultan that he 
would only live so long as Hassan 
Pasha was one of his trusted minis- 
ters. The old woman succeeded in 
working on the Sultan's superstition.

Hassan Pasha invested most of his 
ill-gotten ‘gains in landed estate in 
Turkey, and the Sultan has decided to 
confiscate this property for the benefit 


of the country. Hassan, however, took 


the precaution of investing some $20,- 
000,000 in other countries, chiefly in 
England and France, and this amount 
cannot be taken away from his heirs. 
He had ten children, who will share his 
fortune in equal parts. Hassan is dead, 
but his memory will long live in Tur- 
key, where many expressive titles 
have been conferred on him by the 
voice of the people. 


Mr. Rockefeller’s Money. 


There are occasional signs of anxiety 
for fear that John D. Rockefeller will 
get all the money there is. Mr. Rocke- 
feller has not lately seen fit to publisn 
his estimate of the value of his posses- 
sions, but sanguine guessers rate him 
nowadays at pretty nearly a billionaire, 
and the most conservative computers 
believe he has more than half a billion. 
It would be impossible to say what is 
the total wealth of the United States, 
but the assessed valuation of the sev- 
eral States for 1902 amounted to about 


thirty-five billions. Even if Mr. Rocke- 


feller has a whole billion, theer is some- 
thing left for the rest of us. But his 
fortune, they tell us, is probably in- 


creasing as much as fifty millions a 


year, and it is not unlikely to double 
within ten years. Already his financial 
power is enormous, so that he could in- 
fluence stock values materially if he 
chose, and, at times, make or unmake 
ordinary millionaires by mere whispers 
at the telephone. 

Malevolence is not attributed to him, 
nor is he felt to be a mischief maker, 
but the feeling is that his business abil- 
ities are sO surpassing and his business 
judgment so un&pproachably sound 
that he can’t help seeing and improv- 
ing chances to make millions more. To 
discuss him is as little of an imperti- 
nence as to discuss the comet. He is a 
force, 64 years old, moving .hrough the 
earth’s atmosphere, and believed to be 
rapidly increasing in weight and veloc- 
ity. Persons who fear they are in his 
orbit and may be pinched may find 
some relief in considering that even 
though, his fortune increases very rap-

Poor Whites Prospering. 


The emancipation of the poor South- 
ern white man is one of the great facts 
of Southern history. The story is not 
long to tell. For four years he fought 
“the campaign,” as he sometimes calis 
it, with a valor never excelled in the 
annals of war, and, led by the noblest 
body of gentlemen soldiers that ever 
Officered an army, fought himself to a 
frazzie for the maintenance of his own 
degradation and against his own best 
interests. Such in the power of intel- 
lect and education; its thoughts become 
the thought of all. 

Ruin compelled the wealthy planter 
to throw thousands of acres upon the 
market at almost nominal prices. 
Henry W. Grady stated in 1887 that be- 
tween 1868 and 1873 there were 32,824 
small farms siiced from the great plan- 
tations in Georgia, and that in the three 
years previous to 1870 there were 46,- 
000 farms of less than 100 acres created 
in Mississippi.

The avérage size

stored to his original heritage of small, 
independent farmer—the source which 
has supplied so largely to the United 
States its reserve force of civic virtue 
and rejuvenating vigor of intellect. 

The other opportunity for the com- 
mon man of the South has come in the 
industrial development of his section— 
building the factory, opening the mine, 
operating the railway. The ground for 
congratulation usually taken is that the 
manufacturing South is more of 42 
moneymaking South; but I congratu- 
late upon higher ground. Only a 
higher deversified civilization can es- 
cape the fate of having some favored 
pursuit arrogate to itself social distinc- 
tion; only such a civilization can afford 
opportunity for the employment of the 
thousand aptitudes of the human mind. 

The Southern factory system is young 
and cannot yet institute all the plans 
for the betterment of emplovés which 
may be practiced in the maturity of an 
industry. The assertion may safely be 
made that most often the type of indus- 
trial leader that has done most for the 
thousands of dependents whose des- 
tinies are so largely in his hands comes 
from families of substance and promi- 
nence in the old South. not of the irre- 
concilable kind, whose general humane 
character and habit of leadership throw 
them properly to the front.—{Columbia 
State.

Upon 
arrival at the port of entry, the ship 
and its baggage must be again disin- 
fected, while the passengers are to 
submit to medical examination, being 
quarantined for that purpose, and not 
allowed to go inland without the 
health certificate of a Mexican phys!-

On the other sections 
of the second floor Dr. W. L. Brown 
had a suite of offices, and in the rooms 
on the south side of this floor the fam- 
ily of George W. Petty resided. They 
suffered the loss of about $300 in house- 
hold goods and clothing. 

The fire was first noticed a short 
time after 4 o'clock. It had then got-

ten good headway between the south 


walls of the lodge room, just where the 
electric wires entered the building, and 
the flames quickly spread to the roof 
and the adjoining rooms. The fire de- 
partment from both houses on Central 
avenue responded to the alarm, and 
after a stubborn fight for nearly two 
hours the flames were subdued. 

The first floors are not greatly dam- 
aged by the fire and will be used in 
the reconstructed building; but the en- 
tire second story must be rebuilt. The 
numerous tenants will stick to their 
old quarters, despite the dilapidated 
condition. In fact, this ig all that 
there is left to do, as there is scarcely 
a vacant business building in all that 
part of the city. 

The insurance adjusters were hard 
at work on the ruin all day yesterday, 
and it is expected things will be in 
shape by tomorrow so that the busi- 
ness men can go in and start anew. 

This property has just changed own- 
ership, and the new proprietor had 
had it scarcely long enough to get his 
tithe recorded when the fire came. 
Only Friday the final papers in the 
transaction were closed by Jordan & 
Glhousen, whereby J. Fearnley, from 
Denver, Colo., bought from William . 
Boyd, Third, this block and the tract on 
which it is located, with a frontage 
of 153 feet on Central avenue and 
eighty feet on Adams street, payi 
therefor $18,000. Before the fire ha 
ceased smoking .... Fearnley had de- 
cided his plans as to the rebuilding of 
the block, and in place of the oid 
structure there will arise a much-im- 
proved business block. The first floors 
will be used practically as they are 
now, but the second story will be en- 
tirély remodeled. Mr. Fearnley will 
also extend the building so as to oc- 
cupy all the Central-avenue frontage.

PARK DRIVES. 
NO SPRINKLING FUND. 

The pending controversy over the 
sprinkling of the driveways in the 
parks only exemplifies the old maxim 
that there are two sides to every ques- 
tion. Members of the Park Commis- 
sion accuse Superintendent Werdin of 
failure to do his duty in that he has 
not sent the sprinkling wagons into the 
parks and watered the drives. The 
Chamber of Commerce hak taken it up, 
and thé matter will come before the 
Council tomorrow. Regardi the mat- 
ter Street Superintendent Werdin said 
yesterday: 

“I do not think it right to attempt 
to put the sprinkling of the park drives 
on this department. There is a gen- 
eral disposition, to put everything pos- 
sible on the street department, and 
that runs the expense of operating the 
department way up.

About Street Sprinkling. 


A petition was filed with the City 
Clerk yesterday by the Automobile 
Club of Southern California asking 
tnat no action be taken by the Coun- 
cil that would imperil the “dry strip” 
between the car tracks.

He discov- 
ered that in one or two of the new 
schoolhouses improper ventilation was 
provided. At the Fremont-avenue 
school the pipes for fresh and foul air 
were located close together and at the 
Chestnut-street school no transoms 
were put in over the doors. Many other 
suggestions will be made by Dr. Quint 
in his report. A list of the defects in 
the new buildings has been prepared 
by William Downie, construction agent 
for the Board of Education, and it is 
now in the hands of the Council Build- 
ing Committee. There has been a dis- 
position to lay some of the faults of 
construction at the: door of the Coun- 
cil, inasmuch as the Board of Educa- 
tion was not particularly pleased that 
the Council should insist on spending 
the money realized trom the sale of 
the school bon An examination of 
the plans, however, discloses that they 
have all ben approved by Superintend- 
ent Foshay for thé Board of Educa- 
tion and that particular attention has 
been paid to the lighting, heating and 
ventilating of the rooms. Apparently, 
any faults in construction are due to 

oversight and not to any lack of care 
and close inspection dy the authorities.

UT. fromthe clined chaos of mammoth 
wine vats, grape-crushers, fruit- 
carriers, and the general parapher- 
nalia of the immense old San Gabriel 
Winery, is beginning to emerge the 
outlines of what will doubtless become 
eventually one of the notable industries 
of Southern California and one of the 
show places for the tourist, even as the 
old winery has been for a score of 
years. The new enterprise will be the 
Alfred Dolge Felt Company's factory. 
The pressing of the grapes will give 
way to the beating of the lamb’s wool, 
and the bottling of choice wines is to 
be supplanted by the whir of machin- 
ery as the huge things of almost hu- 
man-like action cut and press out from 
the felt the shoes and boots that will 
be worn even in the far off Arctic Cir- 
cle. 
Mr. Dolge and a few of his expert 
men have been engaged in the work 


| of installing the first machinery for 


the felt works for the past three weeks, 
and have accomplished much in that 
period. 

There are ten expert men on the 
second installment of men and their 
families will arrive from Dolgeville, 
N. Y. There will be .twenty-two in 
this party. 

From this time forward the work 
will be pushed rapidly, and it is ex- 
pected that the machinery will be 
ready to turn out samples by the first 
of March. The plant will start opera-

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A PARADOX OF CIVILIZATION. 
ITH the ancient Greek and Roman the culture 
and high attainments in the aris of arms and 
. peace disappeare in the tourse of a few centu- 
ries. History records these robust people, becom- 
ing wealthy, luxurious and effeminate, became at last 
effete, and lost their eminent position. as the Custodians 
of Civilization. In a general way this seems to be essen- 
tially true. But exactly how these results were brought 
about we must look closely to discover. These national- 
ities maintained their prominence and power as long 


as they continued to cultivate diligently in themselves 


“and their children those aptitudes in science and the 
arts which gave to them their preyige. By degrees they 
ceased to honor among themselves, and to foster with 
diligence, such exercises and labors, imposing these on 
their slaves and their exalting duties on mercenaries. 
They. who had been great and masterful gradually sank 
below the level of the barbarians about them. The con- 
quered, the captives, the slavés came to be the only ones 


versed in the labors and duties of the life of that time; 


they came to be the soldiers, artisans, land-tillers, and 
in time, the custodians of the very arts which were the 


primary bases of Greek and Roman préeminence. 


Is modern civilization subject to any cosmical law ot 
effetism? Dr. J. W. Draper propounded the theory that 
every nation bas its period of infancy, childhood, man- 
hood or prime, and old age, illustrating by the histories 
of nations from ancient to modern dates. 

Is there really any such controlling law? It is difficult 
in the light of human reason and the aspirations of tHe 
soul to give it acceptance. Human history, so far, seems 
to show civilization emblemed as the ringéd serpent, tail 
in mouth, engaged in the struggle of swallowing itself.

Spain has a foreign trade of about $225;000,000 a year, 
and a large share of this should come to us. This is 
especially so, as by the acquirement of the Philippines 
and Porto Rico we have become to a certain extent Span- 
ish, and are fast acquiring Spanish speaking commercial 
travelers. Our drummers who. go to Spain should be 
able to speak the language. They should carry a full 
line of samples and should expect to do their business by 
talking rather than by letters and catalogues. The Span- 
lard reads little, but he likes to talk, and is always ready 
to look at goods. Theoretically the commercial traveler 
is expected to pay a tax in Spain, but he seldom does so. 

There is also a good opening in Portugal, but the 
drummer who goes there must call on the governor of 
the first port at which he stops and get a residence per- 
mit. This will cost him $2, and if he establishes himself 
for general business he will have to pay a tax 15 from 
$159 to $250 per annum. 


Our Invasion of Italy. 


Tae American drummer will have little trouble In 
Italy if he speaks French or Italian, or even Spanish. 
He will find a wide-awake country, and one that is doing 
an enormous amount of farming, mining and manufac- 
turing. Ttaly is three times as big as Indiana, and its 
population is more than one-third that of the United 
States. It is a country of wealth, notwithstanding the 
many statements that it is poor. Its foreizn trade 
amounts to more than half a billion dollars a year, and i! 
buys almo t 300,000,000 worth of goods annually, one 

tenth of its purchases being from the United States. We 
send Italy farm machinery, farm tools, food products an 
raw materials in the shape of cotton and other things.’ 
The country bas 2,000,000 spiniles in its cotton mins 
and they turn out a product of $60,000,000 a year. There 
re $0,000 bands emyloyed in these cotton factories and 
30.909 hards in the woolen mills. A large business is

The McCormicks, the Deerings and a 
number of othe? harvester companies have their agents 
on the ground, and they tell me their trade is increasifig. 
There is considerable business done in electrical machin- 


ery by the General Electric Company and the Westing- 
house Company. Many of the towns alréady have elec- 
tric railroads and electric lights, and telephones are be- 
ing put in almost evelwhere.

am told that it would pay well to open American 
—- in both Genoa and Milan. Genoa has direct 
nnection with the United States, and it is to a large 
exyent the commercial center of Italy. It has one of the 
. harbors of the Mediterranean Sea, having spent 
something like $20,000,000 during the present genera- 
tiok on harbor improvements. This is to be still further 
increased by a breakwater which will cost about $6,000,- 
000. I understand that American contractors have 
offered to undertake the job and to accept bonds jn pay- 
ment therefor. 
Milan has something like half a million people. It is 
the center of trade for the Lombardy plains, and is a 
splendid place for the sale of farming tools and farm 
machinery. It has many factories and its wholesale 
houses have connection with every part of Italy. A 
warehouse here could show its goods to people from all 
parts of the country, and if it were managed by Ameri- 

cans who spoke Italian it would do well. 

What Italy needs is American drummers with a knowl- 
edge of the Italian language and of the customs and hab- 

its of the people. The Italians are slow. They don't care 


for catalogues, but they want to see samples and talk} 


over the goods face to face with the seller. The Amer- 

_fcan drummer should come intending to stay until he 
knows the field and be willing to take time for his sales. 
Lou can't hustle an Italian. At present many American 
bicycles are being used. Some two-wheeled plows are 
sold, and also a great many reapers and mowers and a 
few threshers. The Italians claim that our threshing 
machines are not economical; they say they waste the 
grain, and they therefore prefer other makes. 


How to Drum Greece, 


“We sell some goods to the Greeks, but 13205 8 
British, German and Italian merchants, who label them 
with other names. The American exporter has thus to 
pay a big profit to the foreign middle men, and he loses 
the chance of making a reputation for his goods, as the 
trade-marks are changed. As it is, four-fifths of the 
American goods sent to Greece are handled in this way. 
American commercial salesmen should visit Greece in 
person and work the country, accompanied by their 
- gample trunks. The Greeks want the best, and they will] 
pay for it if they know they are going to get it. The 
Europeans give them long credits, but I am told that 
many of the Greek merchants are unreliable, and that 
every customer should be fully investigated. 

This trade might be prospected by the American drum- 
mer stationed in Italy. It takes but a day or 80 to cross 
the Mediterranean from Italy to Greece. The.best place 
to stop is Athens, where there are excellent accommo- 
dations at a cost of $3 a day. Greece is a small country, 
and it can be easily worked. At present we are annually 
selling the Greeks about 15,000 bales of cotton. -They buy 
our calicoes and sheetings, our watches and jewelry, our 
sewing machines and typewriters, and also our farm tools 
and farming machinery. In return we annually import 
from them from fifteen to twenty thousand tons of woe 
less raisins, known as Zante currants. 


The Balkan States and Turkey, 


‘The Balkan states of Servia, Bulgaria and Roumania 
are all using more or less American goods. Their total 
trade, however, is small, and it will not pay our com- 
mercial travelers to work the territory. It can be man- 
aged by the agencies at Budapest, or from Constanti- 
nople or Odessa, if American firms have correspondents 
and agents at those places. The countries are very 
backward, and sooner or later they are bound to use our 
farm tools and our heavy farm machinery. 

Speaking of American warehouses abroad, one has re- 
cently been opened in Constanti e. It is known as 
the American Oriental Agency, it handles goods on 
. commiss‘on. It shows the goods in its ‘warehouse, and 
when sold it pays the American exporter for them, taking 
its commissions out of the sales. This warehouse has 
all sorts of agricultural machinery and farm tools. It is 
handling windmills, pumps, lamps, jewelry and station- 
ery supplies. as well as sewing machines, typewriters, | 
clocks and watches, and American notions. 

Turkey is now buying considerable hardware of the 
United States. Five hundred large agricultural machines 
were sold there year. New openings are coming up 
as to railroad materials, although the supplies for the 


concession recently granted for a road from Constanti-; 


nople to. the Persian gulf will probably come from Ger- 
many. There are also openings in Asiatic Turkey, Pal- 
estine and Egypt, but these I will refer to in my next 
letter, which will describe a trip around the world with 
the American drummer.

Philippine Vehicles. 
BULLOcKS DRAW THE CARRIAGES, 
BUT AUTOS ARE COMING.

F you are ever entertained by a Filipino eae in 
Bacolod, Negros Island, Philippines, your host will 
probably propose going for. a “paseo” at about 5 
o’clo®& in the afternoon. Fo the Filipino, “paseo,” Span- 
ish for “promenade,” does not mean a walk, but a drive. 
And when you descend, with your Filipino host of Baco- 
lod, to the waiting equipage, you will most likely find it 
drawn not by horses, but by a pair of docile bullocks, of 
which their owner seems quite proud. Elsewhere in the 
archipelago, cattle of the Indian variety, usually with

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humped backs, Voth cows and bullocks, are very com- 
monly used for draft purposes, as well as the carabaos, 
or water buffaloes. But in Negros, richest of the central 
islands in its sugar plantations, the -bullocks have been 
promoted t6 a higher class of work. The little round- 
barreled and stubborn Filipino ponies are usually less 
esteemed by the sugar planters residing in Bacolod, cap- 
ital of the western half of Negros, than their bovine 
competitors. 


Trotting Bulls, 


For these bulls, meek and seine as they look, are, 
in the George Ade vernacular, “no slouches.” They are 
bred and trained trotters, if you please. They can pull 
along the Filipinos’ toy victoria or the box-like, two- 
wheeled passenger-churning contrivance called a “quilez” 
(keé-lace) as smartly as a pair of high-steppers in Cen- 
tral Park. They will keep it up on a ride across country, 
too, better than the ponies do in the tropics. They are

I know this 
thing to be true. I have spoken with those near and dear 
to them who mourn them. I have spoken to the men 
who were their comrades in arms when they wore Bul- 
garian uniforms. Do you think these Bulgarian officers 
lie? You may, but I do not. Listen. I wish I could paint 
the pen picture so as to fix it on your minds. It is 
nearly sunset; an eastern sunset. The western sky is 
flaked with red and yellow streams, and streaked with 
purple pennons. There are no soft English tones here. 
The heavens above look harsh and angry, the earth be- 
neath is dry and parched. Just in front the blue-black 
mountains rise, height upon height, until the eye grows 
weary seeking for the summit. Behind us in the distance 
lies Sofia.

My brother was with the band,” he said, halting in 
his English.

The 
cleft was like a slice out of acheese, At the top it ran to no- 
where—nothing at the higher end but walls of rock 
running always upward, smooth as the walls of a 
mosque; a goat could not have climbed there, only a bird 
pinned in could have escaped.

“that was the position. There was only one way out, 
and the Turks blocked that. They had driven the band 
ir. there by force of numbers. They came on, creeping from 
rock to rock, now crawling on their bellies, now rushing 
from one cover to another, but always advancing. It 
was when they rushed that the band gave them some- 
thing to remember. Yard by yard the band fell back, 
and every bit of open ground was marked with dead or 
wounded Turks. Eh, what do you say? Brave? Oh, yes, 
the Turks are brave. Only fools who do not know them 
say they are not. If they were not brave fighters they 
would not be so dangerous. The men of the band were 
brave, too. One by one they had been dropping until only 
five and twenty were left, and nearly half of them were 
woupded. 

“There was one man there, a Bulgarian. He had 
been a comrade of mine in the service, before he threw it 
up and joined the patriots to help beat the Turks. We 
do not speak of him openly, not often, but we drink a 
silent health to his memory always. We are proud of 
him, and we revere his name. It will go down in his- 
tory, that name, the name of Sugaroff. He was always 
in the thick of the fighting, and his body was torn with 
Wounds, yet none was in a fatal place. Courage, cour- 
age, comrades!’ that was his cry all the time. Don't 
waste a bullet. Shoot straight, for the Turks are many 
and the cartridges are few.’ They did not lose heart, not 
even when the last cartridge was fired. They hadfought 
side by side too often to be afraid to die together. Half 
way through the fight the brave Gen. Stojanoff fell 
dead, his body pierced by many wounds. He, too, was 
Bulgarian, a man who did not know what fear was. They 
laid his body in the shadow of a rock, closed his eyes and 
folded his hands across his heart, and left him, fighting 
for every foot of ground as they fell back. Comrade after 
comrade dropped and died; yet no man among the little 
band spoke of surrender. The Macedonians meant to die 
as boldly as their Bulgarian leaders. Young Milef, who 
had only just passed through the Bulgarian military 
schools with distinction, dropped and died with a smile 
of defiance on his boyish face. He might have become 
great if he had lived, for nothing breathed that could 
daunt him. He had laughed as the fight waxed hotter, 
laughed defiantly when the Turks had hemmed them in, 
and now his face lived with laughter even when the breath 
was out of his body and his soul was with God. The 
cartridges began to give out. Those who had six gave 
three to those who had none. Those who had but two 
gave one to a neighbor whose bandolier was empty. Not 
a shot was wasted. The Turks were too close for the 
bandsmen to miss their aim.

Let those who 
live remember Sugaroff.’ With that he sprang from cover 
as though he had no wound, sprang upright, and rush- 
ing down the mountain pass was right among tho 
astounded Turks before they seemed to know that he had 
moved. A hundred rifles pointed at him then. A hundred 
bayonets gleamed. Turk pressed on Turk to be in at the 
slaying, but no bullet reached Sugaroff, no bayonet 
touched him. Up went his arms in the sunlight, up above 
his head, then down again, and the bombs crashed on 
the rocks in the midst of- en Turkish soldiery. A yell 
of ‘Allah!’ broke from the tyrant lips; a great shout 
of wonder from the insurgent bands.

HUNTING BIG GAME IN THE PRE-

SERVES OF WYOMING. 
From a Special Correspondent. 

ODY (Wyo.) Oct. 7.—Of the thousands of people to 

( whom the nam of Col. William F. Cody (Buffalo 

_ Bill) is familiar, very few are aware how this idol 

of the American small boy spends his time out of the 

show season. Only Col. Cody’s intimate friends are 

aware that the happiest months of the famous scout's 

life are those which he spends in the wilderness near 
the thriving town of Cody. 

Col. Cody has two splendid stock ranches on the beau- 
tiful Shoshone, or Stinking Water River. One of them, 
fifteen miles from Cody, is à horse ranch of some 10,000 
acres on which the colonel raises many broncos for use 
in his great show, or for the purpose of supplying the 
steady demand for good western horses. This ranch 
is named for Carter Mountain, under whose shadow it 
is situated, and Col. Cody, as soon as his Wild West 
Show has closed its season, 

Carter ranch to prepare for his annual hunting trip. 
Several miles up the south fork of the Shoshone is an- 
other Cody ranch—the T. E.—named for the brand which 
is put on the cattle of that outfit. Both ranches are ideal 
retreats. There are several substantial outbulidings and 

corrals, all built of logs, as are the long, ber rambling 
houses. With the giant fireplaces in the Cirter or T. E. 
ranch house filled with blazing logs, and with Col. Coly 
dispensing hospitality to the guests who are always to 
be found at his right hand and his left, these Wyoming 
strongholds of the famous scout and Indian fighter are 
indeed places of good cheer. From them, Col. Cody al- 
ways leads a happy hunting party every fall, and the 
silver-haired host is always the happiest of the lot—glad 
as a schoolboy at the opportunity of again hunting big 
game in his beloved Wyoming mountains. 

To go with Col. Cody on one of these hunting trips 
is indeed a privilege. Not only is one sure to get big 

tame, but he is also certain to hear a vast fund of en- 
tertaining stories of Buffalo. Bill’s scouting days—days 
in which he traversed the Big Morn mountains and 
scouted under the shadow of the Tetons, when there were 
hostile Indians on every side, and when Uncle Sam's 
soldiers had hardly begun to play their desperate came 
of war with the fierce northern tribes. It is historic 
ground which Col. Cody hunts over. In Jackson's Hole. 
not fifty miles from T. E. ranch, one of Lewis and 
Clarke’s side expeditions was attscked by Blackfeet and 
slain in the early part of the nineteenth century.

Usually, when starting out on one of his hunting expe- 
ditions, Col. Cody travels by pack train. To the “ten- 
derfoot” it is a revelation to see one of these pack trains 
made ready. From the skilled employés of his two 
ranches, Col. Cody will select two or three cowboys who 
are especially adept in the art of packing a bron ee. For 


| that this is an art no One can deny after seeing a trained 


master of the pack build his pyramid of camp imple- 
ments and bedding on the back of a half-broken bronco, 
and then deftly secure the- formidable-looking pile by 
what is known as the diamond hitch. The pack saddle 
which is cinched \p fhe horse's back, is merely an affair 
of wood, shaped not unlike an ordinary sawbuck.“ 
Over the projecting horns of this saddle are hung pan- 
niers of canvas in which are kept the cooking utensils, 
canned goods, and other heavy and easily packed wares. 
Over the broad foundation thus formed, is thrown the 
bedding and mayhap a few boxes, until one is astounded 
at the size of the pack on the horse’s back. Then a long 
rope is thrown under and across and back again, and 
with a few tugs here and there, the whole pack is so 
securely fastened to the horse’s back that neither buck- 
lng nor kicking can loosen it. Horses have even fallen 
from the trail, and have rolled hundreds of feet into a 
canon, yet the pack has remained solidly strapped in po- 
sition. But when it is desired to loosen the pack, such 
is the arrangement of the loops and twists that a single 
tug at the knot will suffice. 


With ten or a dozen of these horses pirates loaded, 


and with as many saddle animals carrying a cavaicade 


of hunters, the start of one of Col. Cody's hunting ex- 
peditions is a remarkable sight, and one that is never 
forgotten by any person lucky enough to be included in 
the party. Usually Col. Cody takes the lead, and it is 
not long unt he has forsaken the main road and is 
leading his party along some obscure trail, which is as 
faintly marked as in the days of the Indians who first 
made it. Once in the wilderness, there is nothing to do 
but hunt, fish and tell stories in the ruddy glow of the 
camp fire, and sleep snug and warm under the tarpaulin 
beds of the cowboys, for Col. Cody always sees to it that 
the drudgery of camp work is done by experts hired for 
that purpose.

They came the next 
morning, those-masons, scantily clad, but with huge tur- 
bans, and on inquiring what we wanted done, declared 
that they must have glue, white to mix with the red, and 
brushes. We were by that time in a state of rage border- 
ing on insanity, and after insulting them terribly in poor 
Hindustanee for not bringing all the needful articles, as 
we had commanded, dispatched a coolie at once with a 
scathing note.to the chowdri, telling him to send at once 
so much white, so much glue, the necessary reeds to 
make brushes, and some more of the color of which we 
inclosed a sample, and told him the price, and that we 
had bought it at the shop of Mohamed Bux. 

At 4 o’clock the coolie returned with a small package of 
glue, the brush material, and two pounds of an entirely 
different color, also a polite. note from the chowdri 
saying that the coolie must be sent to such and such a 
store, not far off, evidently for the white.

REASON ‘FOR OPPOSITION TO JOINING 
— THE UNITED STATES.

Droma dt. W. r.) Oct. 15.—What is the matter with 

Canada? y have our neighbors got their backs 

“up at us? For several weeks I have been traveling 
through the Dominion, asking questions right and left in 
the endeavor to establish the Canddian viewpoint. The 
United States and Canada are about the same size and 
about the same age. Why should one have 70,000,000 
people and the other only 5,000,000; why isn’t Vancouver 
as big as Seattle, and Victoria as large as San Francisco, 
Nations, like

Didn't Have an Equal Start, | 


At is the invariable rule in the United States to look 
upon Canadians as being slow and unenterprising. You 
say we are not sufficiently progressive; that we began 
life as a country before the United States; that our coun- 
try is as large; that our natural resources are great; that 
the increase of our population has deen insignificant com- 
pared with that of the United States, which has pro- 
gressed tremendously in wealth, population, commerce 
and industry. The inference to your mind is plainly 
that, with similarity of products, institutions, people, etc.; 
had we been a part of you we would have shared that 
prosperity in a proportionate degree. I admit that on the 
face of it there is a strong plausibility in such state- 
ments, but it involves a misconception of facts and 
conditions. Your premises are wrong, and your con 
clusions are wrong. 

“We did not start equally; we did not possess equal 
opportunities; we did not have an equal area of produc- 
tive land; and we had great physical obstacles to over- 
come. To start with, we had a race problem which 
the United States never had. At the time the United 
States became independent, the population of Canada, 
about 90,000 (the English speaking population was less 
than 10,000,) was almost wholly French, who were either 
fur hunters or peasant farmers of the French type, whose 
instincts and aspirations were not of the aggressive and 
commercial character of their American neighbors. The 


white, English population of the United States was 2.100. 
000, almost wholly Anglo-Saxon, and 200 times greater 
than ours. 


Our Climate Better. 
“They had the advantagc- of a country embraeing all 


varieties of climate, and conditions making to self-suf- - 


ficiency. They had large and compact areas to settle. As 


a smaller body of a similar kind, so the United States, 


with its larger population, its more inviting natural con- - 


ditions and greater attractions, drew population rapidly. 
The law of the movements of population is like any other 
natural law—it is irresistible. The first impulse was 


given over a hundred years ago to a western movement 
to the country south of us, ahd that movement had to 
expend itself before a reaction set in. Canada, which 
was affected thereby, and deeply drained, was power- 
less. As the movement spread farther west, the Eastern 
States felt it the same as Canada did. The people of the 
United States for years flowed on with the tide to wealth 
and prosperity; Canada had to struggle against it. There 
were the three critical periods in the history of Canada 
since the date of Independence—in 1791, when old Upper 
and Lower Canada: (Ontario and Quebec) were united 
under one constitution; about 1840, when responsible 
government was obtained; and in 1867, when confedcra- 
tion took place. It is interesting to note the population 
of Canada and the United States respectively, at the

Much of this is hereditary. Ontario and the maritime 
provinces were settled originally by loyalists from the 
American colonies, who lost their all by reason of their 
devotion to the crown, and the next generation had to 
defend Canadian soil against the invasion of United 
States troops. Hereditary antipathies die out slowly, as is 
instanced by the anti-British feeling of many Americans 
who come from Revolutionary stock.

“Following out this policy Canada is extending her 
railway systems, improving her internal water communl- 
cations, developing her seaports, keeping her trade in her 
own channels, and cultivating business relations with the 
outside world.

ROADWAYS PAVED WITH GLASS. 

Streets paved with giass are not by any means un- 
known. The famous Rue de la République at Lyons is 
a notable example. Here the pavement is laid in glass 
blocks, eight inches square, which are so symme'rically 
fitted toge her as to preveat the possibility of water pass- 
ing between the interstices. 

An Italian nobleman has lately had the courtyard of 
his palace paved with slabs of marble, granite, and other 
stone, every one of which has been brought from a differ- 
ent land. Europe, Asia, Africa, America, and Australia 
have all supplied materials for this curious mosaic, 
which is composed of over 500 pieces, each engraved with 
the name of the country from which it came.

THE BUSINESS OF SWITZERLAND. 

The commercial value of her scenery to Switzerland 
has been computed by Herr Freuler of Zurich, and what 
this statigtician finds is a most interesting confirmation 
of the fact that Swiss prosperity is conferred by the for- 
eign tourist. About 100,000 people visit the Alps every 
year; and 380,000 people in all resort to the country for 
pleasure, health, or incidental business. In an average 


season they spend in railway and steamboat fares 675, 


000, and in board and lodging, etc., £3,800,000. What 
that means to Switzerland is best shown by the state- 
ment that nearly a fifth of these sums is disbursed on 
railways and in hotels by her own population. These 
are useful figures. One stores them up against a day 
when it may be necessary to discuss shortcomings with 
a hotel-keeper or a railway official. But we must be 
fair. Dr. Freuler says on the other hand that only £2,- 


475,000 is clear profit—on a capital investment of £22,- 


000,000—and on this showing he holds that we get off 
very cheaply. Well, it is a profit of 11 per cent. Seeing 
that half the hotels are open only for the season, and 
cost very little for maintenance when shut, some of them 
must do uncommonly well.—[Pall Mall Gazette

Carving Continents. 


How ENGINEERS MAKE ISLANDS 
AND ALTER THE MAP.

FRICA today is an island, and has been since 1869, 

the Suez Canal was finished at a cost of 

£20,000,000. Denmark was finally cut off from 
Germany by the completion of the Kaiser Wilhelm Canal. 
finished in 1900. It joins the North Sea with the Baltic, 
and cost £8,000,000. 

Greece has been chopped in two by the Corinth Canal, 
cutting the isthmus of that name. The canal is only 
four miles long, but so difficult was the ground through 
which it was carried that it cost nearly £2,000,000, and 
took ten years to construct. 

The separation of North from South America by the 
cutting of-a great waterway from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific is only a matter of time. If rival engineers and 
governments could definitely decide on the respective 
merits of the Panama and Nicaraguan routes, there is no 
possible doubt that before 1920 big liners would be sail- 
ing right through the Isthmus of Panama. 

But besides these great works already finished, or defi- 
nitely decided on, there are many others of even vaster 
proportions in contemplation. 

Some are fully worked out, every detail of cost of con- 
struction being on paper, and several practically decided 
upon by the respective countries concerned. Others are 
at present merely daring dreams in the brains of en- 
gineers, but all are feasible, given money to accomplish 
them. 

One of these is a canal which 18. most » —k 
undertaking, not only from its unprecedented length and 
cost, but from the fact that it will practically cut the 
continent of Europe in two, and will enable Russia to 
send her warships right through the heart of her terri- 
tory and release her from the necessity of the mainte- 
nance of two separate and distinct fleets and naval base. 

This new canal is to join the Baltic and the Black Sea. 
It will have a total length of 1080 miles. It will be 217 
feet wide at the top, 28% feet deep, and so strongly built 
that a warship under its own steam will be able to 
travel through it at a steady six knots an hour, a pace 
which will enable a fleet to cross Russia in Europe within 
six days and nights. The water for the new canal will 
be drawn from the rivers Duna, Dnieper, Meritza and 
Meresina. A giance at a map of Russia will show that 
the country to be traversed is all flat, and a good deal 
of it marshy. Hence the cutting of the canal presents no 
great engineering difficulties. 

There are nine smal! cataracts upon the Upper Dneiper 
Apart from these, 
there is no heavy cutting or blasting. 

G. Defosse, the Belgian engineer who has madoed out 
the Baltic-Black Sea Canal, estimates that the whole 
thing can be finished in five years at a cost of £20,000,000. 

Russia is indeed coming very much to the front of late 
years as a great engineering power. The Trans-Siberian 
Railway has shown her abilities. 

More recently the Czar has given his approval to a 
very curious and interesting project, namely, the raising 
of the level of the Sea of Azov. 

Taganrog ani other ports upon this sheet of water bave 
not at present enough water to admit of the approach 
of large ships. The present depth of the Sea of Azov is 
from three to fifty-two feet, and it is connected by the 
Black Sea by the Straits of Kertch. 

Across this channel a sea wall is to be built, nine miles 
long. This great dam will be of a height. sufficient to 
raise the level of the sea by fourteen feet eight inches. 
The water will, of course, be supplied by the Don and 
other rivers, that discharge into the sea. Immense sea 
gates and locks will permit the passage of ships. 

The cost will be about £5,000,000, interest on which 
sum will be Raid by the ports benefited. The present 
area of the sea is 14,500 square miles. The new dam will 
turn quite 500 square miles of what is now mere marsh 
into fresh-water lake, and will entail a considerable alter- 
ation in the map of the sea and its surroundings. 

The plan for reclaiming the Desert of Sahara by means 
of letting in the waters of the Mediterranean through. 
the Gulf of Calies has been much dis@ussed for thirty 
years past. In 1874, when it was first proposed, it was 
generally supposed that the whole Sahara was the bed of 
an ancient sea, and that water, once let in, would cover the 
greater part of its area. This is now known to have 
been a mistaken idea. The greater part of the world’s 
biggest desert is a tableland. Part of this rises to over 
8000 feet. But there is a part of it which could be turned 
into a sea. 

By cutting the 150- foot-high ridge at the back of the 
Bay of Cabes, and joining the Shotts, or Salt Lakes, 
which lie behind this ridge, with the Mediterranean, a 
sea might be made 3100 square miles in extent, and fully 
eighty feet deep. This would, of course, open up a chan- 
nel to the south of Tunis and Algeria, and when France 
obtains complete control of the whole territory, this sea 
may very profitably come into actual being. 3 

A similar scheme is on paper to let the waters of the 
Pacific into a great depression which exists in Southern 
California and Arizona. ~- 

This region is one of the driest deserts on the earth's 
surface, and undoubtedly such a work, if carried out, 
would reclaim a large tract of land to the use of man. 
But the cost is stated to be practically prohibitive, 

Another big New World scheme, much more prac- 
ticable—and, in fact, invaluable to the enormous coast- 
wise traffic of the Atlantic seabbard of the United States 
—is that of making an immense ship canal all along the 
coast from Philadelphia down to the Caribbean Sea. 

A glance at the map will prove that the enterprise is 
by no means so impossible as might be imagined. Includ- 
ing Chesapeake Bay and Pamlico Sound, there are hun- 
dreds of miles of ready-made waterway. North Florida 
would have to be cut through, but the country is fairly 
flat, and very few locks would be necessary.

FEW weeks ago I found myself much puzzled in 
Ares to answer a question which at first 
‘sight would not appear to involve any difficulty 
whatever; it was none other than this: “What to do 
with a vacation?” I will admit at once the apparent 
absurdity of being seriously exercised over that question, 
when the principal difficulty with the majority of those 
whose fathers did not die rich is, “How to get a vaca- 
tion?” but nevertheless I was in a decided quandary as 
to how I should spend mine. 


It is not very difficult for one of Uncle Sam's great 


army of officials to get his “thirty days” annually, 
though in some branches of the civil service, and in some 
localities, it is easier than in others. In Washington 
you cannot dodge it; what with annual leave, sick leave 
and being locked out because an ex-brigadier died in 


‘Philadelphia the day before, it is mostly vacation. Else- 


where you must at least ask for it. True it is that the 
old gentleman often stipulates that during your absence 
your duties shall be performed “without additional ex- 
pense to the United States,” but with the coéperation 
of fellow-officials this can generally be arranged satis- 
factorily, and a respite of a month from routine duties 
is afforded. The government gives good measure, too, 
for it is specified that Sunday and legal national holidays 
falling within the period of leave shall not be reck- 
. so it may easily extend to thirty-five or thirty-six 
ays. 


So it happened that in the month of August I received 


the little slip stating officially that my request for leave 


had been approved, and I found myself, not exactly with- 
out visible means of support, for happily the salary goes 
on, but without visible means for occupying my time. In 
saying this I do not forget a rather disreputable-looking 
back yard full of suggestiveness as well as tin cans, and 
such other débris as would naturally result from the un- 
remitting labors of three boys, each of whom can easily 
oe the garbage man when it comes to collecting rub- 

A sojourn at the beach would have been delightful, but 
some members of the family could not go, and it would 
have seemed selfish for a part to go by themselves. Re- 


membering that some wise man had said that change 
of occupation is rest, and not desiring an altogether 


idle time, I began to cast about me for some form of 
work that would be a decided change, and that might do 
me good in more ways than one. Reading the barometer 
steadily for nearly five years, trying to explain to 
meteorological cranks why there had been so much more 
fog this year than ever before, when there had not really 
been as much, and endeavoring to secure absolute ac- 
curacy in a vast number of monthly forms when fifty 
errors would be easy, had contributed to a marked 
physiological degeneracy, and some occupation requiring 
physical exertion seemed a desideratum. 

The constant procession of teams transporting building 
material, the ever diminishing number of vacant lots, the 
stroke of the hammer and the hiss of the saw to be

I recalled an unwilling and only partial apprenticeship 
decades ago in New England under a father who was as 
good a mechanic as ever handled a tool, and who never 
quite understood why his son did not have the same 
ability.

The floor joists were about eighteen or twenty feet 
long, and rather green. I stooped for one, and came to 
the conclusion that some one had played a mean trick on 
us and nailed that one down.

I was not particu- 
larly hungry, in fact, I was not hungry at all, and my 
lunch that noon consisted simply of some sliced .cucum- 
bers and bread and butter. but I did want to rest. 

“Twelve o'clock,” sang out the boss, and immediately 
the hands of my watch commenced to travel so fast that 
I was afraid it would get a hot box. Luckily it was but 
a short distance to my home, and there I draggec myself 
to spend ten minutes at the tabie, and the remainder of 
the time in resting, and wondering what kind of foolish- 
ness I would be guilty of next.

I had come to be an Indian for at least one day, to eat 
what the Indians ate, to sleep where the Indians slept.

The Beauty of “The Palms.” 


If it should appear to my readers that I revert very fre- 
quently to tree planting, and especially to the recom- 
mendation of the free use of palms in garden or park, 
it is because I have a strong sense of the eternal fitness 


of the family for this climate, whose conditions are so 


singularly like and unlike those of the tropics, and the 
fart that in my various journeyings through the country 


— 
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Phoenix, and all with but one 33 have proved 
perfectly hardy. 
and they range from great forest trees, over a hundred 
feet in height; to the tiny dwarf 7 that are never 
over two feet. 

Of all the Phoenix, however, I found none more inter- 
esting or better adapted to the general conditions of the 
country than P. Canariensis. However, it must be borne 
in mind that the palm is long lived. that this variety 
grows to enormous size; that during the first ten years 
of its existence it is practically just “looking about for a 
location.” These trees in the accompanying illustration 
are just ten years‘old, and their branches overlap. with a 
distance of thirty feet between the bases. Now you can 
see, can you not, dear tree lover, with a house lot fifty 
feet by one bundred and fifty, that if you put this beau- 
tiful, rapid-growing palm into your twenty-by-thirty gar- 
den epot in front of your parlor windows, that in the) 
course of a few years you will be able to sustain just 
that one tree, or—something will have to move. The 
base of this palm has a way of spreading, ioo, and wil! 
be five feet through in no time at all, co if you are lim- 
ited in ground room, don't start Phoenix Oanariensis, but. 
leave that variety to your more fortunate neighbor, who 
is possessed of a 4arger tract of land. Phoenix rupicola 
is a more suitable variety Jor the Umited-grounds, and 
is extremely graceful. Phoenix humill is a beautiful 
dwarf variety, that I much admired at Montecito. This 
palm rarely grows more than fifteen feet in height, but 
the leaves will be ten feet long.

Her work demands unflagging 
attention, but custom eases the strain. The great tele- 
phone companies are in the forefront of the modern 
movement for improved working conditions.

For the rare cases of nervous collapse a hospital room 
is provided, under a matron’s care. Moreover, there is 
a dining-room, where a very substantial lunch is fur- 
nished the girls free, except for a slight charge. for des- 
sert or other extras.

ATHLETICS FOR WOMEN. 


A DISCUSSION OF THE EFFECTS OF PHYSICAL 
EXERCISE ON FEMININE BEAUTY. 


[London Daily Mail:] There are two very distinct 
parties at issue upon the question as to the deterioration 
or enhancement of women's beauty as a result of the 
athleticism practiced in these days by what use! to be 
called the weaker sex. There are some who are all in 
favor of as much hard exercise for girls as for boys, and 
for women as for men; and some to whom the ideal 
woman is the essentially feminine creature with delicate 
tenderness who has no desire to shine in outdoor sports, 
and, as closely as the twentieth century will allow her to 


| do it, follows the ideal woman of a century ago, who was | 


more familiar with the arts of the needle than the golf 
club, and busied herself more about the ways of the 
household than about the latest rules in croquet or a 
record score in the hockey field. ___. 

After mature consideration of the subject, the writer 
thinks this question is one that wants precise application 
to every individual concerned in it. As it is impossible 
to give such application here, general rules shall be 


uiid down to aid those parents who waver as to how 
} thein girls shall be physically educated, and the correct 


standard of beauty shall be defined. 

We still admit the Greek model to be the perfect one, 
and gauge our conception’ of beauty upon the lines 
laid down by the sculpture that remains to us from the 
days of that country’s supremacy as the pivot of all per- 
fection of all the world. Now what did the Greek maid- 
ens play? Ball was their great game. They acquired 


their lissome limbs and their graceful mien, and exercised 


their eyesight mainly by playing ball, and it is by maneu- 
vers with one, two or three balls, thrown in rhythmic 
measure, to an air played on the piano, that our chfidren 
are now taught lissomeness and grace and precision of 
eye in many a gymnasium and dancing class. There are 
references in the “Odyssey” to this pastime and exercise 
combined of the Greek maid of old times. One of the 


‘} simp‘est ball games is played by two children, who throw 


the bal! to one another, and between throws clap their 
hands behind their backs. The thro@ing of the ball in 
the more elaborate exercises expands the chest, rounds 


‘ithe throat, induces a perfect carriage of the hips and 


head, and, in short, produces grace and lissome beauty 
as regards the whole figure. The modern games of lawn 
tennis and lacrosse, played so much of late at the 
women’s colleges at Cambridge, approach most nearly to 
the Greek game of ball in the benefits they bestow upon 
th: growing girl, who requires exercise that will counter- 
act the perverse tendencies of the human frame to de- 
velop imperfectly. Is it necessary to add that the intel- 
lectual girl who spends much time over her books is the 
one who most needs the counteracting inflbences of out- 
door games? 

The Spartans brought up their girls and boys alike, 
compelling the girls to learn wrestling, to run races, and 
to perform all the other physical exercises deemed. hec- 
essary for the development of their growing frames. 
Some modern English parents believe in this plan, which 
is found to work capitally with quite young children, who 
are strong and well. But as the girl grows up she 

mes physically incapable of matching all the prowess 
of ber brother, if she is also to cultivate the recognized 
essentials of feminine beauty. Then her most sensible 
plan will be not to seek to become an expert in games 
that only a man can play, but to choose those games 
that really suit her physique, and in which Nature per- 
mits her to excel. Football, for instance, a game that 
girls did attempt a few seasons ago, has been proved to 
be impossible for them to play as it should be played, 
because they cannot kick like men, and cannot run, and 
ought not to be hustled. Whether Rugby or association 
football is played, the risks of dangerous blows are great, 
Any one who has witnessed a match played by men 
verens women has witnessed a pitiable or humorous 
display, according to his temperament, but not a grace- 
ful or even a sporting one. Hockey, however, is admitted 
to be a healthy and desirable game for girls to play to- 


gether, because it does not demand more strength and 


skill than they naturally possess, and tends to teach 
them moral courage and resource. It is played now in all 
the big schools for girls.

Davis French of New York, whose touch gained its won- 
derful fineness from early apprenticeship to the silver- 
smith’s art. The number of his designs is approaching 
three hundred. Collecting has never been carried on in 
Amefica to the extent it has abroad» but there are nu- 
merous, almost numberless collectors, even here. The 
largest collection in the world is probably that of an 
English clergyman, which comprises over 30,000 speci- 
mens. To the collector, a plate is a plate, be it ever 
se humble. I know of but two collectors in this State. 
besides myself, namely, Mrs. William H. Burnham of 
Orange, and Mrs. A. H. Gerberding, of Hueneme. That 
of the latter I have not seen.

Captain Marcotte’s Fish Story. 


T appears that Capt. Henry Marcotté, U.S.A., retired, 
originated the story of catching a trout in one of the 
pools of the Yellowstone Park and boiling it for his din- 
ner by dropping it, while still on his line, into one of the 
hot springs. “It’s a true story,” said Capt. Marcotte to a 


reporter of the St. Paul Pioneer Press, “and it originated 


in this way. We crossed the Yellowstone River on our 
way to Bozeman, and founded the Yellowstone army | 
post. Our party was the first that had seen the river 
since Lewis and Clarke discovered it in 1804. I caught 
the origina! fish and boiled him in a hot spring not ten 
feet away, and then wrote the Chicago Tribune: ‘I can 
stand in these mountains with my fishing line, catch a 
fish in a pool of .water on one side, and toss it into a 
pool on the other side, where it will boil for dinner.’ 
The Tribune printed what I wrote, but its staff set me 
down for a first-class liar, and every one who read the 
tale believed the same thing. 

“Times have changed, and the railroad has been built, 
and the children of the people who called me the original 
Yellowstone liar are now standing by that river, catching 
fish and boiling them every summer. Then they write 
ho about it and keep the story alive. The party of 

eyors sent ont by the promoters of the new railway 
by six companies of regulars, as the 
country was then full of hostile Indians who were ready 
to massacre any lone white man. We set out in the carly 
Rice, on the Missouri, some 
miles from the present city of Bismarck, N. D., and plod- 
ded westward all summer until we came to the Bad 
Lands. The ccuntry was new and strange to us, and we 
lost our way and would never have come out had it not 
been for Indian guides, who piloted us through that fan- 
tastic region. Late in the fall we finally reached Boze- 
man, Mont., which was the end of our journey. It took 
many weeks to cover a distance that is now covered by 
Northern Pacific trains in about eighteen hours. From 
Bozeman other parties were sent out, and they finally 
found the way through the mountains over which the 
railway was built later. It has been an exceedingly in- 
teresting experience to travel over the same ground on 
comfortable trains and to think about the hardships of 
our 660-mile tramp in the early days. The development 
of the country has been amazing and beyond our expecta- 
tions.” 

Capt. Marcotte was at the time in command of one of 


the six companies sent out in 1871 to guard the engineers 


who were trying to find a way to the Pacific Ocean for 
the Northern Pacific.—[Army and Navy Journal.

QUEER THINGS FOR SALE 


BONES OF HEROES AND OTHER RELICS AND 
STRANGE THINGS AT AUCTION. 

[Pearson's Weekly:] Bric-a-brac collectors experi- 
enced a decided thrill when, some time back, the bones 
of our our Afghan heroes were announced for sale in a 
London auction-room, but curfosities of this kind not in- 
frequently come under the hammer. 

Two years ago, for instance, the historic battlefield of 
Newbury was offered for sale, but, as in the case of 
Mt. Snowdon (put up in the auction-room a few months 
ago,) it did not realise the sum expected, so the lot was 
withdrawn. 

One of the most n lots evet bid for was the 
Mexican volcano of Popocatepet!, which was put up for 
auction at the City Mart, in Tokenhouse Yard, a short 
time back. The volcano is 16,300 feet high, and is famed 
throughout the world for its sulphur-bearing crater, from 
which thousands of tons of sulphur are removed annu- 
ally. 

Another unusual lot offered in the same auction- -room 
three years since consisted of the Magdalen Islands, in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, but no amount of commenda- 
tion on the auctioneer’s part succeeded in drawing a bid 
from those present. 

You can generally pick up a town cheap if you enter 
a large Russian auction-room, for in that country such 
towns as get into financial difficulties are at once sold 
to liquidate their debts. 

Only two years back Verditchew, which boasts of 4000 
inhabitants, ran into debt with the government to the 
tune of nearly. four million roubles, so was entirely sold 
up by auction; while another defaulting town, Buruchev, 
was knocked down to Count Ignatiev at the same time 
for £200,000. 

A coffin is the somewhat curious lot the French cus- 
toms authorities put up for sale at the Marseilles aue- 
tlon- room in 1900. It originally belonged to the late Li 
Hung Chang, who carried it with him during his Euro- 
pean tour in 1896, but, as he left it at a Marseilles hotel, 
it was taken charge of by the customs, and, after the 
usual three years’ detention, knocked down to the high- 
est bidder for sixty francs (2 10s.) 

The bidding for the whale stranded at Bournemouth in 
1897, however, was more spirited, for, after extolling on 
the value of blubber, the auctioneer had no difficulty in 
selling the carcass, which weighed forty tons, to a local 
doctor for £27. 

It is not often that anyone with matrimonial inten- 
tions can pick up a wife in the auction-room, but euch 
cases have been known even of recent years. In 1855 | 
a man led his wife into Derby Market with a halter 
round her neck, and, after duly proclaiming her domes- 
tic qualities, asked for bids, but she only realized eigh- 
teen pence and a quart of ale. 

Three years later a faithless benedict named Hartley 
Thompson put his wife up for auction in a beer shop at 
Little Horton, near Bradford, and, as the upshot of some 
exciting bidding, she was knocked down to a local farmer 
for £3 and a dinner. 

But of late years the market price of wives has con- 
siderably decreased, for when in 1887 a man named 
Boothroyd put his better half up for sale at the Royal 
Oak, Sheffield, the most he could get for her wag five 

hillings, at which price she became the property of the 
bidder, one William Hall. 

Those who have a liking for prison life without the 
usual deprivation of liberty had their chance in 1897, 
when the County of Carlow, in Leinster, put its gaol up 
for sale in the local auction-room. 

The lot comprised convicts’.and debtors’ prisons, con- 
taining thirty-four apartments, together with a female 
prison of thirty apartments, treadmill and all complete, 
and the auctioneer having enlarged upon the adaptability 
of the building as a hotel, the low rate of mortality 
among the former inhabitants, and so forth, bidding be- 
came so brisk that an offer of £1200 had been secured ere 
‘the hammer fell. 

But the most remarkable lot ever offered in an auction- _ 
room was bid for at Topeka, Kansas, a few years ago, 
and consisted of 4732 miles of railway, 28,193 trucks, 864 


„engines, and 584 passenger coaches, the property of the 


Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railway Company. The 
bidding was of the most heated description, and within 
half an hour the lot was knocked down to the highest 
bidder for, sixty million dollars (£12,000,000.)

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Captain Marcotte’s Fish Story. 


T appears that Capt. Henry Marcotté, U.S.A., retired, 

originated the story of catching a trout in one of the 
pools of the-Yellowstone Park and boiling it for his din- 
ner by dropping it, while still on his line, into one of the 
hot springs. “It's a true story,” said Capt. Marcotte to a 
reporter of the St. Paul Pioneer Press, “and it originated 
in this way. We crossed the Yellowstone River on our | 


way to Bozeman, and founded the Yellowstone army | 


post. Our party was the first that had seen the river 
since Lewis and Clarke discovered it in 1804. I caught 
the original fish and boiled him in-a hot spring not ten 
feet away, and then wrote the Chicago Tribune: ‘I can 
stand in these mountains with my fishing line, catch a 
fish in a pool of .water on one side, and toss it into a 
pool on the other side, where it will boil for dinner.’ 
The Tribune printed what I wrote, but its staff set me 
down for a first-class liar, and every one who read the 
tale believed the same thing. 

“Times have changed, and the railroad has been built, 
and the children of the people who called me the original 
Yellowstone liar are now standing by that river, catching 
fish and boiling them every summer. Then they write 
home about it and keep the story alive. The party of 
surveyors sent ont by the promoters of the new railway

ded westward all summer until we came to the Bad 
Lands.

It has been an exceedingly in- 
teresting experience to travel over the same ground on 
comfortable trains and to think about the hardships of 
our 650-mile tramp in the early days. The development 
of the country has been amazing and beyond our n 
tions.“ 

Capt: Marcotte was at the time in command ot one of 
the six companies sent out in 1871 to guard the engineers 
who were trying to find a way to the Pacific Ocean for 
the Northern Pacific.—[Army and Navy Journal.

QUEER THIN GS FOR SALE. 


BONES OF HEROES AND OTHER RELICS AND 
STRANGE THINGS AT AUCTION. | 
[Pearson’s Weekly:] Bric-a-brac collectors experi- 
enced a decided thrill when, some time back, the bones 
of our our Afghan heroes were announced for sale in a 
London auction-room, but curiosities of this kind not 10 
frequent|y come under the hammer. 


Two years ago, for instance, the historic battlefield ok 


Newbury Was offered for sale, but, as in the case of 
Mt. Snowdon (put up in the auction-room a few months 
ago,) it did not realize the sum expacine, so the lot was 
withdrawn. 

One of the most remarkable lots viel bid for was the 


Mexican volcano of Popocatepetl. which was put up for | 


auction at the City Mart, in Tokenhouse Yard, a short 
time back. The volcano is 16,300 feet high, and is famed 
throughout the world for its sulphur-bearing crater, from 
which thousands of tons of sulphur are removed annu- 
ally. 

Another unusual lot offered in the same auction-room 
three years since consisted of the Magdalen Islands, in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, but no amount of commenda- 
tion on the auctioneer’s part succeeded in drawing a bid 
from those present. 

You can generally pick up a town cheap if you enter 
a large Russian auction-room, for in that country such 
towns as get into financial ee are at once sold 
to liquidate their debts. 

Only two years back Veréttchew, which boasts of 4000 
inhabitants, ran into debt with the government to the 
tune of nearly four million roubles, so was entirely sold 
up by auction; while another defaulting town, Buruchev, 
was knocked down to Count iguntier at the same time 
for £200,000. 

A coffin is the somewhat curious lot the French cus- 
toms authorities put up for sale at the Marseilles auc- 
tion-room in 1900. It originally belonged to the late Li 
Hung Chang, who carried it with him during his Euro- 
pean tour in 1896, but, as he left it at a Marseilles hotel, 
it was taken charge of by the customs, and, after the 
usual three years’ detention, knocked down to the high- 
est bidder for sixty francs (12 10s.) 

The bidding for the whale stranded at Bournemouth in 
1897, however, was more spirited, for, after extolling on 
the value of blubber, the auctioneer had no difficulty in 
sélling the carcass, which weighed forty tons, to a local 
doctor for 27. 

It is not often that anyone with matrimonial inten- 
tions can pick up a wife in the auction-room, but euch 
cases have been known even of recent years. In 1855 
a man led his wife into Derby Market with a halter 
round her neck, and, after duly proclaiming her domes- 
tic qualities, asked for bids, but she only realized eigh- 
teen pence and a quart of ale. 

Three years later a faithless benedict named Hartley 
Thompson put his wife up for auction in a beer shop at 
Little Horton, near Bradford, and, as the upshot of some 


exciting bidding, she was knocked down to a local farmer 


for £3 and a dinner. 

But of late years the market price af wives has con- 
siderably decreased, for when in 1887 a man named 
Boothroyd put his better half up for sale at the Royal 
Oak, Sheffield, the most he could get for her wag five 
shillings, at which price she became the property of the 
bidder, one William Hall. 

Those who have a liking for prison life without the 
usual deprivation of liberty had their chance in 1897, 
when the County of Carlow, in Leinster, put its gaol up 
for sale in the local auction-room. 

The lot comprised convicts’ and debtors’ prisons, con- 
taining thirty-four apartments, togeti@r with a female 
prison of thirty apartments, treadmill and all complete, 
and the auctioneer having enlarged upon the adaptability 
of the building as a hotel, the low rate of mortality 
among the former inhabitants, and so forth, bidding be- 
came so brisk that an offer of £1200 had been secured ere 


the hammer fell: 


But the most remarkable lot ever offered in an auction- 
room was bid for at Topeka, Kansas, a few years ago, 
and consisted et 4732 miles of railway, 28,193 trucks, 864 


+. engines, and 584 passenger coaches, the property of the 


Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railway Company. The 
bidding was of the most heated description, and within 
half an hour the lot was knocked down to the highes? 
bidder for, sixty million dollars (£12,000,000.)

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MEADOW MICE. 
AN INTERESTING GLIMPSE AT THEIR 
MANNER ar LIVING.

T was a bright nia in the late summer, and, clad 

in rubber hip boots and a water-proof coat, I lay in 

the wet grass at the edge of a swamp, watching a 
family of muskrats, who were busy with some work 
which I was anxious to see more of. But they were not 
in the least interested in my observations, and inconsid- 
erately moved away long before I had finished with 
them. I was about to follow, when something moving 
in the grass near by attracted my attention. There was 
something pushing its way along under some matted 
dead grass, which heaved every few moments, as it was 
pushed upward with irregular, jerky movements. 

Presently, at a spot where the grass was thin, there 
was poked out a little, dark-brown head, with a blunt. 
bewhiskered, trembling muzzle, black, beady eyes, and 
short ears, almost buried in the fur. It was the head 
of a meadow mouse, one of the myriad little beings 
which live their harmless, quiet lives in our lowlying 
fields and meadows, and of which most of us see nothing 
save an occasional specimen brought in by the cat. 

The little creature before me looked about for a mo- 
ment, and, seeing nothing to alarm her, came boldly into 
the open. Her body which was the same color as her 
head, was round and rather stout, and terminated in a 
very short, straight tail. The legs were also very short, 
and the body seemed to touch the ground as the little 
creature moved. She nosed about for a few moments, 
and then stood upright upon her hind legs with ber 
fore paws hanging down in front, turning her head first 
this way and chen that, in order to get a good view of 
her surroundings. Nothing alarmed her, so down she 
dropped on all * again, and came straight toward 
me. 

“The first 3 which she encountered was my leg, 
aud to the problem of getting past this huge barrier she 
gave her entire attention. First of all, she pushed 
_ her nose as far as possible under my rubber boot, and 
tried to pass under it, as she had passed under the grass, 
by lifting it up with her head. But the leg was too 
heavy, so this plan was abandoned. There was nothing 
for it but hard work, so she set to, digging away with 
both fore paws, looking up every now and then with her 
bright eyes shining through a ring of mud. Whenever 
a little heap of mould had been scraped under the body, 
the hind feet were brought into play, and with these the 
dirt was flung far away in the rear. When roots were 
encountered, they were bitten through with the teeth, 
and once I saw the little mouse bring out a stone in her 
mouth. It was but a short time before the subway was 
complete, and the furry engineer came out upon the other 
side. 
The knee of my other leg was bent, so there was no 
difficulty in passing under that one, and away went the 
mouse until she came to a little mound of drifted rub- 
dish. She seized the end of a long piece of grass in her 
mouth, and ran off with it at full speed, through the little 
tunnels she had made, and back to the meadow. She 
was gone for a few moments and then she reappeared, 
made another trip to the pile of rubbish,-and back with 
a mouthful of it. I saw this done several times, and 
then I followed to see what was done with the grass. 
In the meadow close by, I found what I expected, the 
meadow mouse’s nest, a sphere of dried grass somewhat 
larger than a baseball, lying right upon the surface of 
the ground. Somewhere underneath it was the mouse 
herself, for she popped out as I approached. 

A few days later—it was the first of September, I re- 
member—I visited the nest again, and' in it were eight 
newly-born mice, blind and hairless, whose stocky build 
and wrinkled skins suggested young hippopotamuses, 
seen through a reducing glass. I called again the next 
day, but the nest was empty; the mother had probably 
spirited the bables away to a new and more secluded 
home. This instinct to save the lives of their young by 
removing them from a nest which-is known to their ene- 
mies, is common to many animals, but seems particularly 
strong in the meadow mouse. I have watched one of 
these little rodents remove her entire family of eight, one 
at a time, in less than five minutes after I had found the 
nest and examined the babies. 

The meadow mouse is one of the commonest animals in 
North America; that it is not more often seen is due 
partly to the fact that it is chiefly nocturnal in its hab- 
its, and partly to its quiet, inoffensive ways. Neverthe- 
less, wherever it goes, it leaves traces of its preseree. 
in the form of little footpaths winding about among the 
grass roots, and connecting with others which extend 
in every direction. These footpaths are first cleared by 
the biting off of such grass roots as stand in the way, 
and are further deepened by constant use. 

Meadow mice live chiefly on grass, roots, bark and 
other vegetable food, but they also eat a great many 
insects, and, when occasion offers, will make a good 
meal of solid animal flesh. I have seen meadow mice 

in captivity devour one of their own species which had 
been accidentally killed. 

Their greatest enemies are the owls, which in some 
places live almost exclusively on these soft-bodied ro- 
dents. Domestic cats account for a great many; they 
stalk them through the grass both by day and by night. 
Many of the hawks prey upon them, and snakes no 
doubt get them occasionally. But they multiply with 

great . and they flourish in spite of their enemies.

crimson flowered eucalyptus; and for the name of a 
dealer who has it for sale. This is one of the dwarfish 
species, growing as a small tree or tall shrub. It does 
not grow large, upon the principle that “precious articles 
This tree is described as sym- 
metrical of growth, with furrowed bak, leaves with 
large stalks transversely veined. It will succeed any- 
where in the citrus belt if soil is suitable and is one of 
the most striking of all ornamental trees when in bloom. 
Every tree I have seen has failed of symmetry, though 
that may have been caused by growing near other trees. 
It would make a good avenue tree if properly cared for 


and coaxed a little. An avenue of this species in full; 


bloom would be beautiful beyond anything seen on this 
continent, but there may be some difficulty in its cul- 
ture that would prevent its adoption for street purposes. 
This species resists heat and drought and has an umbra- 
geons foliage. The fruit is over one inch in diameter, 
and is extensively used in its native country for pipe 
bowls. I do not know of any one who has this species 
for sale. Ask your nurseryman to get it fog you. The 
crimson eucalyptus is known botanically as calyptus 


 ficifolia, and you should order it under its scientific name. 


Another species closely allied to this is the Eucalyptus 
calophylla, with large white or pink flowers. There 
should be more of the rare and beautiful eucalyptus 
planted in this section of the State.

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The Great Coachella Valley. 


WO years ago last August The Times sent a represent- 
ative to Indio to investigate and report upon the agri- 


‘| cultural possibilities of the artesian belt, then just open- 


ing into what was deemed one of the important, sections 
of Southern California from a fruit-growing standpoint. 
What was sald of this country then is justified by the 
events of the last two years, and I now present a some- 
what comprehensive account of the actual developments 
of that famous section. The Coachella Valley is situated 
in Riverside county, 130 miles from Los Angeles, on the 
main line of the Southern Pacific. The entire valley is 
below thé sea level, and is supplied with an abundance of 
artesian water, each farm having its own well. “Seed 
time and harvest all the year round” is the trade-mark 
of this interesting section. The acreage in cultivation 
last season was as follows: 


Cantaloupes, 240 acres; watermelons, 86; hay, 620: win- 
ter melons, 10; grapes, 194; alfalfa, 267; beans, 87; sugar 
beets, 12; sweet potatoes, 16; asparagus, 23; squash, : 
oranges, : onions, 2; strawberries, : tomatoes, 2%; 
cow peas, 7; peas, 5; figs, 3. a 

Cantaloupes yielded an average of 100 crates per acre. 
Maximum yield, 345 crates on one acre and under special | are 
treatment. The association averaged $1.54 net per crate. 
Cost the grower 50 cents per crate to pick, pack, expense 
of crate, labels and cartage. The watermelons netted an 
average of $100 per acre with the maximum for 1903 of 
$209. Cantaloupes from early June to the middle of July. 
Grapes one year old from root yielded from three to five 
pounds to the vine and two years old from ten to twelve. 
The majority of growers sold on the vine at $50 per ton. 
Others netted as high as 10 cents per pound for their en- 
tire crop, shipping in June and July. Sweet potatoes av- 
eraged $200 per acre, with quality sweet and dry, mar- 
keted in June and July. I learned from a farmer when 
I was at Coachella a few days ago that he sold from a 
half acre of summer squash, $182.50 worth of squashes. 
These facts as I get them from the growers themselves 
make a good showing for the Coachella Valley. The en- 
tire cultivated area foots up 1575 acres, all practically 
brought into cultivation within the last two years. 

New Variety of Grapes. 

R. M. O. RANDALL of Pasadena has upon his ranch 

a most interesting variety of grape which is probably 
grown by no other man in the United States. It is the 
Schiradzoull, and belongs to the vitis vinifera family, the 
one to which all European varieties belong. The grape 
originated in the south of Russia, and was found first by 
Dr. Randall in the collection of Monsieur Leenhardt-Po- 
mier, near Montpelier, France. This Frenchman was a 
collector of rare, varieties of grapes. This grape is prob- 
ably the largest grape known, both as to the size of the 
berry and the size of the cluster. 

The flesh is firm and sweet, but not sufficiently so to 
cloy the palate. There are but few seeds, and in many 
grapes seeds are cntirely lacking. They are soft and are 
affected with but few astringent qualities. — 

Many of the clusters will weigh two and one-half 
The grape is in color much like the muscat, 
with a slight haze of Indian red, as in the Tokay. The 


| shape is that of the Cornischon, only a bit plumper. The 


grape is a most vigorous grower, and is well adapted to 
trellis or arbor.

Mr. Cotton of Millbury, Mass., reports that the im- 
provement, of his land more than repays the ¢ost of keep. 
Goats are more profitable than sheep. They are hardier 
and longer lived, and not subject to contagious sheep dis- 
eases. They are more courag-ous, and will to some extent 
protect themselves from dogs and wolves. Their flesh is 
better and more palatable, having the taste of venison. 
Their milk is medicinally valuable; and richér than that 
of cows. 

Their skins and pelts bring more than those of sheep. 
Their fleece is nearly double the value of sheep, and 
yields about the same weight. They are independent of 
climatic conditions. A drought that destroys the pastur- 
age does not affect the weeds and shrubs upon which 
they exist. They flourish where other animals will 
nearly starve. They are the John the Baptists of the 
animal creation, preparing the way for their successors. 
. They require little grain feed. In the Southwest they run 
at large, drop their kids in the woods, and come up to 
their shelter at night. In California they are herded at 
an annual of 10 cents per head. They need only 
protection from rain and snow. In Virginia they feed on 


acorns and straw.—[{American Cultivator. 


DEAD ANIMALS’ TESTIMONY. 


THEIR LIVES TAKEN TO SECURE EVIDENCE FOR 
UsE IN COURT. 


[Tit-Bits:] The cases on record where the lives of ani- 
mals have been sacrificed in order that the necessary 
proofs of the guilt or innocence of suspected persons 
might be established are more numerous, perhaps, than 
one would at first suppose. Only the other day a pet 
goat belonging to the proprietor of a large public house 
was obliged to give up his life to prove his master’s inno- 
cence and his own lack of caution. 

The story, which was considered rather “tall” at the 
time, related to five barrels of whisky which were deliv- 
ere to the publican by the wholesale agent, and which 
remained for some time on the pavement outside his es- 
tablishment. According to his statement, a pet goat 
which the publican had had for some years came along 
and seeing the barrels, went up to each one separately 
and, perhaps as a practical protest against Customs dues 
in general, ate up the government stamps Five minutes 
later the inspector arrived, and, finding the stamps 
missing, confiscated the whisky. 

The publican assured him that the goat had the stamps 
in his “little inside,” but, being a teetotaler, the govern- 
ment offic'al refused to swallow so remarkable a story. 
As the fine would have been considerable, and there was 
a likelihood of his license being canceled, the publican 
decided that, if necessary, he would sacrifice the life of 
his goat to prove his statement. 

He appeared before the local magistrates, who, after 
listening attentively to his story, ordered the goat to be 
slaughtered and the contents of his stomach analyzed. 
This was done, and as there were distinct traces of some- 
thing which might have been revenue stamps, or blotting 
pads, or pen wipers. the publican was given the benefit 
of the doubt and his whisky returned to him. He was 
warned, however, not to keep a goat in future, or he 
might not be so fortunate next time should the animal 
jevince a taste for revenue stamps. 

A short time ago a case in which a servant girl was 
accused of robbing her mistress of a valuable diamond 
stud attracted some attention. The stud was on the

Mountain Apples. 


N an article on “The Mountain Apple in Southern 
California,” the Pacific Fruit. World, among other 
things, says: | 
“It is a demonstrated fact that apples can be, and are, 
grown in Southern California in qualfty unsurpassed any- 
where in or out of California, and in such commercial 
quantity as to make the apple induary an important one 
when this shall become more widely known to experi- 
enced eastern apple growers. — 
“Men brought up in a mountainous country seldom be- 
come contented in the low lands. They are sure to seek 
their beloved mountains for homes if they can find lands 


.—  gultable to their industrial preferment. 


Those who seek for lands in Southern California to 
‘grow apples, pears, grapes, prunes and plums among 
mountainous environments, will be interested to learn 
that a little over one hundred miles southeast of Los 
Angeles near the eastern line of San Diego county, in 
the ‘Julian country,” their hopes will meet with realiza- 
tion. 

“Julian— originally and still a prominent mining cen- 
ter—is the town around which most of the older apple 
orchards are located, the trees ranging from ten years 
to thirty years old and all in vigorous bearing condi- 
tion. 


“So far, the apples grown in the Julian country (rec- 
ognized by competent judges as of the high grade,) have 
practically grown of their own free will, simply because 
all the conditions for superior apple-growing prevail in 
the Julian district. It is easy to surmise to what an ex- 
‘Tent the apple industry can be brought up at Julian when 
scientific and careful methods become the rule, in place 
of the present limited method of culture. In quantity 
they could hardly bear more, for as a rule the tees are 
loaded to the ground with their weight of fruit. The size, 
however, with better cultivation and greater general 
care, will become very much increased for the majority 
of the crop. Trimming is not practiced as it should be.” 
The Fruit World further says that, as the apples are 
grown at elevations ranging from 3500 to 5225 feet they 
have superior crispness, color and flavor. On account of 
the freedom of the trees from insect pests the apples are 

_ good keepers and commend themselves to‘shippers. Irri-

The thermometer rarely falls below 30 degrees and never 
below 16 degrees. 

Generally, apples grown at Julian, Wynola, Mesa 
Grande, Palomar Mountains and Descanso are referred 
to as “Julian apples,” by the trade. 

To the high quality of the fruit is attributed the fact 
that the Los Angeles merchants, who buy most of it, pay 
15 cents per box for transporting the crop from Julian to 

San Diego for shipment by steamer. The steamer rates 
on apples are 8 cents per box from San Francisco to San 
Diego, and about 20 cents per box from Portland. Or. 
The winter varieties of the “Julian” apples include New- 
town Pippins, Winter Pippins, Pearmains, Arkansas 
Blacks, Lauvers and Delaware Reds. The Baldwins, 
Winesaps and Spitzenbergs also do well, but are consid- 
ered shy bearers. For fall apples, Grpenings and Belle- 
fleurs are successfully grown. Some of the growers have 
built specially designed stone houses in which to store 
their apples and pears until spring, when prices are 
generally high in Southern California. 

Young orchards will soon e into bearing, and new 
ones are being planted to Duchess, King and Missouri 
Pippins. It is estimated that within five years the aver- 
age crop of merchantable apples will reach one hundred 
thousand boxes as against twenty-two thousand at pres- 
ent. 

Passing of a Big Ranch. 
* HIS season is seeing the last of the great Dixie 

Thompson ranch run as a whole, and it may be said 
the last of the big ranches which were so common in 
Ventura county twenty years ago,” says the Ventura Free 
Press. “But the Thompson ranch has been run in late 
years differently from most big ranches. Time was when 
it was given over to sheep. That time has passed long 
since. The manager of the ranch, James Swett, has 

’ brought the great body of land up to a high state of cul- 
tivation, for he has practiced modern farming. None of 
the land is wasted under his guidance. He quit hauling 
water to the ranch years ago, and sunk artesian wells 
when people laughed at his efforts. He found plenty of 
good sweet water, however, and sunk other wells. He 
diked the sandy waste low lands and turned the wash 
from the hills upon the sand; built up soil that now pro- 
duces immense crops of corn and is covered with brilliant 

green fields upon which feed sleek, fat dairy cows that 

Supply this section with milk. He turned the water on 

to the garden spots he had made, and found that the rich 
soll gave back wealth in vegetables to an astonishing 
degree. He planted trees and flowers and shrubs, and 

his bluff roadway for a mile and a half is lined with a 
brilliant hedge of geraniums. These innovations were 
surprises to the big ranchers, but there they are, and 
they stand as monuments to show what one man can do 


besides growing 1100 acres of Lima beans and 800 acres 
of corn. Just at present there is a crew of seventy men 
following the big thrashing machine over the ranch, with 
sixty head of horses and the necessary wagons, rushing 
things as long as daylight lasts and working far into 
the night by electric lights, in order to get the last crop 
of beans off the last big ranch in Ventura county.” 


Seal-Training Industry. 


sé A NEW and unique educational institution has been 
launched in Santa Barbara, and the boast can truth- 
fully be made that it is the only one of the kind in the 
world,” says the Santa Barbara Press. “It will be known 
as Amphibian College. It opened its first semester yes- 
terday with nineteen students enrolled, and more will 
be added within a short time. Six months will be the 
time required to complete the course. To be more defi- 
nite, a San Francisco firm has established a school for 
the training of seals from the channel islands and an 
experienced trainer has been put in charge. The place 
has been inclosed and provided with a shallow tank 
where the amphibious animals can resort to the water at 
will. . 
“The Santa Barbara seals have become famous almost 
the world over, as there are none of their species found 
anywhere else possessing the same intelligence or so 
susceptible of the same high degree of learning. Compa- 
nies of trained seals shipped from here are now being ex- 
hibited in Europe and many places in the East. Here- 
tofore they have been sent to eastern points as soon 
as captured to be trained, but it has been found very ex- 
pensive, as a large percentage die en route, ani those that 
reach their destination alive require a long time to re- 
cover and become acclimated and accustomed to the new 
conditions, requiring a correspondingly longer time to 
‘graduate’ them. But once they become accustomed to 
their new life they become as hardy and apparently con- 
tented as before they left their natural habitat and a 
death rarely occurs. 

The company engaged in supplying the trade has de- 
cided to try the experiment of training them here, and 
allowing them to become accustomed to captivity before 
shipping them, believing that the death rate will be 
greatly reduced, which will also mean a saving of time 
and money. Usually about six seals constitute a com- 
pany of the amphibian performers. With good luck the 
nineteen that were given their first lesson yesterday will 
make three troupes, and they will be sent to St. Louis 
to be exhibited at the big fair.” . 


Creamery for Imperial. 


HE new settlement of Imperial is to have a creamery 
“within a few weeks. The Imperial Press says: 

“It is to be established by Dr. H. J. Fuller of Wynola, 
this county, and the machinery will be moved from the 
latter point. Dr. Fuller will thus establish a steady 
market for milk and cream, and will bring in a herd of 
dairy cattle of his own to begin the work, and will en- 
courage the farmers of the valley to get dairy cattle. To 
house his machinery, he will put up an adobe building } 
40x40 feet on the ground. For some years he has beep 
working in this line, and has studied conditions in this 
valley closely, with the result that he believes it is 
destined to become one of the greatest dairy sections of 


the country.” :

Indian Headquarters. 


HE little town of Farmington, in New Mexico, is to 

be headquarters for the officials in charge of the 
northern half of the Navajo reservation. The Albu- 
querque Democrat says: 

“The enterprising little town of Farmington is feeling 
pretty good over the fact that it has been made the head- 
cuarters for the officials in charge of the northern half 
of the Navajo reservation. As announced recently, the 
big reservation has been divided into halves for con- 
venience in administrative purposes. W. T. Shelton, 
the newly appointed superintendent of the north half, 
has arrived in Farmington to assume his duties. Mr. 
Shelton has made a good impression, and will undoubt- 
edly make a fine official. He has had ten years’ experi- 
ence with the Indians. 

“Two government buildings for the Indian service will 
be erected in Farmington within the next year, at a cost 
of nearly $100,000. The buildings will be of stone, mod- 
ern in every respect, and will be used as industrial 
training schools, homes for teachers, etc. ‘Everything 
possible will be done,’ said Mr. Shelton in an interview, 
to teach the Navajos to become industrious and entirely 
self-supporting. The government is going to give 
especial attention to these Indians in the future, as 18 
shown by the present changes in the administration of 
their affairs.’ 

“That Farmington will be benefited by the new order 
of things there is no doubt. It will mean a substantial 
addition to the population in the way of @achers and 
attachés of the school, and will mean that a great deal 
of government money for salaries and supplies will find 
its way to Farmington citizens. And consequently the 
people are confident that the town is going to make 
rapid progress within the next two or three years. Ex- 
tensive irrigation systems are to be included in the new 
improvements, and the never-failing flow of the San 
Juan River will transform hundreds of acres of desert 
into fertile farms.” : ‘ |

ner. Some people claim that it is debilitating to bathe 
often, but it does, not appear to have that effect upon 
the Japanese, who. bathe daily in very hot water. A 
sa scrub in the morning, with a bathing glove or soft 
- brush dipped in a mush of salt, is good, to give tone to 
the system. A warm bath, followed by a cold shower, 
should be taken about once a week, or better still, a 
sweat bath. The only y to thoroughly cleanse the 
body is by means of a thorough sweat, as may easily be 
seen if you take a warm scrub, then follow it by a sweat 
bath. Sea hathing is an excellent tonic, for those 
“who are not too thin-blooded, out one should never stay 
long in the water. Ten minutes should be the limit, 
followed, if the day is bright, by a sun bath, then a final 
dip, and a quick drying of the body. It is an excellent 
thing to give the body an airing, if possible, in the sun 
every day. It is a well-known fact that some savage 
tribes, whose people have been in the habit of going 
naked, have died off from consumption and other dis- 
eases, after they have been forcei to adopt clothes. 
Another good practice, «specially when a person is sub- 
ject to headaches, is to go barefoot for an hour or so ev- 
ery day, when possible, in damp grass. Children should 
be allowed to run barefoot as much as possible. 

A most important thing is to keep the bowels open. 
Never use aperients of any kind, because there will be an 
inevitable reaction, and your last state will be worse 
than the first. If you are costive, use aperient food, such 
as Coarse grains and fruits. Have a regular hour to go to 
the closet, and knead the bowels thoroughly morning and 
evening. Take an injection of tepid water every other 
day, while costive, until the bowels work regularly. An 
old English saying gives as the secret of health to keep 
the bowels open and the feet warm, and there is much 
truth in it.

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The Open-air Cure for Consumption. 


EFERRING to one of the most recently introduced 
cures—so-called—for consumption, to which reference 
was recently made in this department, consisting of the 
fumes of sulphur, charcoal and eucalyptus leaves, Med- 
ical talk says: 
“It reads very much like a poorly written patent med- 
icine ad., of the type in vogue about twenty-five years 
ago. We do not believe that sanosin will cure consump- 
tion, notwithstanding these statistics. We have no faith 
whatever in any statistics emanating from such sources. 
To shut up a patient in a hospital ward or a bedroom to 
inhale the fumes of sanosin, or any other diabolical con- 
trivance is almost criminal. The fresh-air cure and sun- 
light cure for consumption has been proved already 
through so many reputable sources, that it is sickening 
to read of any attempt to bottle the consumptive patients 
up in a room for the purpose of trying some new in- 
halation upon them. The only inhalation that ever 
helped a consumptive patient is the inhalation of fresh 
gir. The only application that ever was of any assistance 
to them is the application of sunlight. The only internal 
treatment is plenty of good, well-cooked, nutritious food. 
It is scientific bosh to make anything else. It would be 
laughable if it were not so pitiful.” | 
This is quite true, and is just what the editor of this 
department has been endeavoring to pound into the 
minds of his readers for, lo, these many months. 
Apropos of the open-air cure for consumption, an in- 
teresting letter was published receauly in the Pittsburgh 
Gazette, from Davos, in Switzerland, where this open- 
air cure was first popularized, just forty years ago. 
Davos is a little town in th esoutheastern part of Switz- 
erland, in the canton of Grisons—Graubuenden, in Ger- 
man. It is the largest canton in Switzerland, and is 
notable for the fact that the inhabitants speak a dis- 
tinct language, known as Romance, or Romanisch, which 
resembles Latin more than any other living language. 
They are descended from Romans, who had settled in 
that part of Helvetia. Davos lies at an elevation of 5255 
feet above the sea. Those who have lived in Switzerland 
know how wonderfully bracing and electrical is the at- 


mosphere in these higher altitudes, where snow and ice } 


are never far away, even at midsummer. The air has 
an effect upon one like a dose of champagne. Any one 
who has spent a number of years in the Alps cannot help 
experiencing a feeling at times of homesickness and 
longing, such as overcame the Swiss soldiers in the 
French army whenever they heard the music of their 
native land, so that it was necessary to forbid the bands 
to play those airs. At Davos wonderful cures of con- 
sumption are effected in a most remarkably short time. 
The resort looks like anything but a sanatoriunt, crowds 
of jolly and healthy looking ‘people being encountered, 
whom it is difficult to believe were physical wrecks a 
few months earlier. The entire treatment consists in 
- living practically all the time in the open air. The 
treatment is taken in winter, as well as in summer, the 
snow covering the ground for more than half the year. 
The air is very dry. 10 

There is no need for a person to travel all the way to 
Switzerland in order to take an open-air cure for con- 
sumption. There are plenty of elevated locations in this 
section, and especially in the Rocky Mountain region. 
The elevation of Davos is just about the same as that of 
Idyliwild, in Strawberry Valley, and of Martin's Camp 
on Mt. Wilson. Consumptives who have come to this 
section should break away from the towns, with their 
dust, composed of desiccated manure and consumptive 
. Sputum, and other fou] matter, that is always floating

around, should get up into the mountains, living in a 
tent, or log hut, with plenty of warm bedciocthing, and 
eat plain food, according to appetite, breathing mean- 
while the pure mountain air day and night, and drink- 
ing the pure mountain water. This will most assuredly 
cure them, without any possibility of a doubt, unless, 
indeed, they are altogether too far gone, and in that 
case no other treatment will be of any avail. |

What Disease is. 


ERE are some sensible remarks from Health Culture 

on the cause of disease. They are entirely in line 
with statements that have appeared from time to time 
in this department: 

“Generally the food taken is defective in selection, 
many of the so-called foods containing little or no true 
aliment, and being merely a tax upon the organs. Most 
people also eat too much and too often. If there be 
taken into the system food in excess of the body’s needs, 
then the digestive juices, which are poured in proportion 
not to the food taken but to the needs of the organism, 
are able to convert only a portion of it into tissue build- 
ing material. The undigested matter forms waste. At 
the same time the depurating organs are seldom as active 
as they should be. Indoor living, lack of exercise, insuf- 
ficient water in the system, infrequent bathing, consti- 
pation—all these are conditions which mean that the 
waste of the system is not being carried off as it should 


be. Thus we see that under usual conditions there is 


toc much waste formed and too little carried off. The 
result is an accumulation of waste within the body. And 
this retained waste is the cause of disease. 

“Disease is a unit. In reality, although there are a 
million symptoms, there is but one disease. What we 
commonly call “diseases” are merely the various sets 
of symptoms presented. What determines the particular 
set of symptoms exhibited—the “disease” diagnosed? The 
specific name given to the disorder depends upon the 
nature of the waste matter deposited, upon its location, 
and upon the manner in which the organism tries to get 
rid of it. A spasmodic effort to get rid of the retained 
waste matter is called “acute” disease. The pain or dis- 
comfort resulting from the presence of waste matter in 
the body is designated ‘chronic’ disease. The accumula- 


tion of the unexcreted innutritious matter is always grad- 


ual. If the organism is strong and active, the final result 
is the sudden effort at expulsion called ‘acute.’ If the 
system is weak and not capable of such an ef- 
fort, the deposit continues until there is tome 
or until the pain and dis- 
comfort evidence a chronic“ condition. Subacute disease 
is the result of a fluctuation of the vital forces. When 
the vitality is highest, the “attack” is acute, but when the 
forces are less active, it is chronic. Such, shorn of its 
technicalities, is the answer that modern science makes 
to the question, what is disease? The answer is far too 
simple to suit most people. They don't know that, al- 
though the operations of nature are infinitely complex, 
the principles governing those operations are infinitely 
simple.” 


Olive Oil. 


A. B. sends the following from Redlands: | 

„ “Some one asks how to tell pure olive oil. My way 
of testing is to place the bottle of oil on ice, or out in the 
cold frosty air over night. If it remains clear, I consider 
it pure, but if it turns white, or contains particles of 
white I consider it impure. I have demonstrated to my own 
satisfaction that oil which I have known to be abso- 
lutely pure will remain clear, and while it may be possi- 


| ble that some adulterated oils would not become clouded 


by this test, it will undoubtedly serve to distinguish 
many impure oils, especially those adulterated with cot- 
tonseed oil. One should be careful always to keep olive 
oil in a cool, dark place.” : 

This suggestion was referred -to a prominent olive 

manufacturing firm, who repHed as follows: 
Tour favor of several days ago at hand, together 
with inclosure in regard to testing the purity of olive 
oil. We do not place much value on this method of test- 
ing oil, for we find that adulterated oils, and in fact 
cottonseed oil containing no olive oil whatever, are 
many times not affected by cold. Therefore, so far as 
any test of this description which might be applied in this 
climate is concerned, we believe to be unreliable.” 

Another suggestion for the testing of olive oil has been 
received from J. P., as follows: ; 

“In your issue of the 27th inst. I notice that D. G., 
from Santa Ana, wishes to know of some practical way of 
testing olive oil as to its purity. He can easily do this 
by getting a test tube from a druggist, say three-fourths 
inch, and 10 cents worth of ¢hemically pure nitric acid, in 
a glass-stoppered bottle. Pour about one and a half 
inches of oll into the test tube, and a like quantity of 
acid. Have a vessel with boiling water. in which the 
tube can stand and boil for five or six minutes. If the 
oil is pure, it will be clear, but if adulterated, it will 
show orange color, to a greater or less degree, accord- 
ing to the amount of adulterant contained in it.” 

This process is frequently used in testing olive oil, but 
the work should be done by an expert, as olive oil is one 


of the most difficult things to analyze, for the reason 


that several other oils have an almost identical reaction 
with olive oil.
